There was a long parade of strik- 
ers today. After the parade had 
broken up, the streets remained full 
of disbanded marchers, their wives 
and friends, who gathered in groups 
to discuss the strike, or ran about 
shouting. for the Western Federation 
of Miners. 

It was decided the military offi- 
cers t. clear the thoroughfares with 
cavalry, after policemen had been un- 
able to disperse the men i.ud women. 
The horsemen rode down the street, 
pushing all persons in the roadway to 
the sidewalks. At one corner, a 
Striker, who carried the stars and 
stripes attached to a long pole, re- 
fused to move from the middle of 
the street. A cavalryman intention- 
ally, or because he co-.!d not control 
his horse, rode against the flag- 
bearer. 

‘The flag was torn fro:n the staff 
and: trampled under foot by other 
cavalrymen. As soon as the soldiers 
saw that the flag had been ridden 
down, however, they gathered it up 
and returned it to its owners.

U. S. SOLDIERS SHOOT 
MEXICAN SMUGGLERS 


San Antonio, Texas, Setember 13.— 
In a fight between United States sol- 
diers and Mexican smugglers at Car- 
rize Springs, Texas, today, one Mexi- 
can was killed, six Mexicans wound- 
ed and fourteen captured. 

None of. the pursuing party was in- 
jured and only two cavalry horses 
were hurt. The soldiers came upon 
the Mexicans shortly after daylight, 
a few miles from Alimito crossing, at 
the Rio Grande river, and at once 
reputed leader of the Mexicans, but 
whose name is unknown, replied 
the order to halt and declared that his 
party would never surrender. 

The soldiers were then ordered to 
open fire, and at the first volley one 
Mexican was shot dead, two othefs 
apparently mortally 
eral received minor wounds. The 
American leader, realizing that the 
odds were against him, raised a white 
handkerchief in token of surrender. 
Besides the leader, thirteen 
were captured. All of the prisoners 
were taken to Windmill ranch and a 
surgeon summoned to ‘treat the 


wounded. 

The capture was made by a detach- 
ment of the Fourteenth United States 
cavalry under command of Lieuten- 
ant McLane. 

The Mexicans had attempted to carry 
a large shipment of ammunition and 
rifles across the border from a point 
about fifty miles in the interior of 
Texas.

| WORM AND SPIDER 
ATTACKING 


State Entomologist Worsham 
Receives Many Complaints 
and Gives Remedies. 


Just as Georgia is about to make 
one of the largest and best cotton 
crops in the history of the state, nu- 


instances these 


merous complaints of the ravages of 
the red cotton spidér and the cotton 
boll worm are reaching the state de- 
partment of entomology; and in many 
pests threaten serious 
damage. 

The cotton boll weevil has been sent 
in from a number of south Georgia 
counties, while reports of the red 
spider come from various sections of 
the state, both northern and southern. 

Of course, the best remedy in both 
imstances is prevention, says State En- 
tomologist E. Lee Ww orsham, but 
where the pest is already on the cot- 
ton plant just approaching maturity, 
there is byt one thing to do, and that 
is to kill it with some effective poison. 

The red cotton spider is exceedingly 
small, and its prevailing color is red. 
[t feeds on the under side of the cot- 
ton leaf. The female lays anywhere 
from 50 to 80 eggs, which hatch in 
about four days, and there may be 
as many as 16 or 17 generations dur- 
ing one year. The spiders suck the 
juice from the leaves, causing red- 
dish spots to appear, later turning to 
dark brown. The leaves drop one by 
one until usually the plant dies. The 


pest increases most rapidly during hot, 
dry weather, until, toward the end of 
August, several acres of a field may 
become badly damaged. 
Pest Lives Through W asied. 

The cotton red spider often gsur- 
vives the winter, if he can find green 
food. As a rule, they prefer the cul-

Where the red cotton spider is nov 
in cotton fields, the onl) 
way to stop its ravages, Entomologist 
Worsham points out, is to spray the 
infected fields with some good in- 
secticide known to kill this particu- 
lar pest. The cheapest and at the 
some time most effective insecticides 
for this purpose are either a 2 per 
prepared lime-sulphur solution, 
or a 2 percent Scalecide solution, 
used as a spray. The state depart- 
ment of entomology will be glad to 
furnish at any time information upon 
this and Kindred subjects. 

Where the red cotton 
prevalent Mr. Worsham ealls attention 
to the necessity for the exercise of 
care to prevent its recurrence next 
year. Clean culture is important: all 
weeds and underbrush, especially 
pokeweed and goldenrod on diteh 
borders, should be 
Srubbed out and burned. Cultivated 
violets near cotton fields should 
either be sprayed or destroyed. Trap 
borders, or thickly sown cotton, along 
the border of a field, which may be 
cut off and burned, is a good preven- 
tative. A careful watch should be 
kept for all first attacks and infested 
plants should be removed and burned.

In Georgia there are at least four 
and possibly five génerations of the 
boll worm each season. Fortunately 
for cotton, the female moth prefers 
to deposit her eggs on young corn, 
the eggs being laid on all parts of the 
plant, but preference is shown for the 
silk, if it is present. Each female de- 
posits on an average of 1,100 eggs. 
These hatch in from three to ten days, 
dependifg on the season. It is usually 
the third brood that injures cotton 
most severely, along in August, when 
the corn begins to mature. 

Corn planted as a trap in rows from 
200 to 300 feet through the entire 
field, so as to be in prime silking con- 
dition about August 1, will attract the 
pest away from cotton. The eggs are 
deposited on the corn which can be 


jcut and fed to stock when the worms 


are partly grown. 

Since the worm, when fully grown, 
descends into the ground, where it 
a splendid 
preventative is winter plowing of the 
ground, which exposes the pupa and 
kills it. 

When the worm fs on the plant the 
only thing to do, of course, is to kill 
it by polson. Paris green may be 
used in the proportion of one pound 
of Paris green to two pounds of flour, 
and at the rate of three pounds of 
Paris green to the acre; but the most 
effective method has been found to 
Le dusting with arsenic of lead. In 
the case of this poison no dilution is 
necessary, and it should be used at 
the rate of about three pounds per 
acre. The duster is made of a one- 
inch board one and one-half feet long- 
er than the width of the rows and 
three inches wide, with a one and 
one-half inch auger hole bored five: 
inches from each end, and under each 
hole is attached a sack made of un- 
starched sheeting about fifteen inches 
long. The arsenate of lead is placed 
in these sacks and one person can 
dust fifteen to twenty acres per day 
iby riding on horseback and dusting 
between the rows, 
Wherever the cotton boll worm is 
found in abundance, this remedy should 
be applied at once,

“I SHALL BE FREED IN 
LONG RUN,” ‘DECLARES 
WOMAN TO FRIENDS 


Jury in Godbee Trial Brings 
in a Verdict of Guilty of 
Murder, With Recommen- 
dation of Mercy — Holds 
Reception in Jail.

Millen, Ga., September 13.—(Spectial.) 
‘With head lowered Mrs. Godbee stood 
before Judge Hammond this morning 
and received the sentence of life for 
the slaying of her divorced husband 
and his girl bride. 

“Mrs. Godbee,” sald Judge Ham- 
mond in slow, deliberate tones, “I 
hereby sentence you to prison for the 
remainder of your natural existence.” 

The courtroom was stilled and the 
only sounds were the faint sobbing of 
Sarah Godbee, the daughter, sat 
near the spot where her mother stood 

The convicted woman nodded assent. 
She resumed her seat. Barely had 
she reached the chair than the daugh- 
ter broke into unrestrained grief, pil- 
lowing her head on the mother’s 
breast. 

The prisoner's pgaze unflinch- 
ingly on the twelve men who had ad- 
judged her fate. She stroked the 
blonde hair of the weeping girl, never 
‘for an instant showing the slightest 
sign of emotion. 

Other women gathered around Mrs. 
Godbee were sobbing. They were sis- 
ters and reMitives and friends. Under 
these circumstances the court appear- 
ed embarrassed. For moments there 
Was an awkward interruption. of pro- 
ceedings. The jury fidgeted in its 
seats and Judge Hammond seemed as 
though he grasping 
something to say. 

Finally he uttered: 

“Gentlemen, you may 
missed.

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TO BOLSTER ARGUMENT 


Grewsome Exhibit Made in the 
House by Congressman Smith 
in Opposing Money Bill. 


Washington, September 13.—A wood- 
en tombstone, 7 feet tall and 4 feet 
square, was placed on the floor of the 
house today to illustrate an argument 
by Representative Smith, of Minne- 
sota, that the administration currency 
bill would put the industry, labor, ag- 
riculture and commerce of the United 
States under the control of four men 
appointed by the party in power. 

On the base of the monument were 
painted seven circles, representing the 
seven members of the federal reserve 
board proposed by the bill. Of these 
four, according to Mr. Smith—the sec- 
retary of agriculture, secretary of the 
treasury and the comptroller of the 
currency, with a fourth member select- 
ed by them, would control the board. 
They would change, he said, with each 
administration, and make the board a 
partisan political institution. 

Thinks Powers Too Great. 

On the shaft of the monument were 
painted sixty-nine different functiong 
described by Mr. Smith as the powers 
of the federal reserve board. 

While indorsing the principles of 
the bill, Mr, Smith opposed the plac- 
ing of such large powers in the hands 
of the board. 

“What I contend for is the substitu- 
tion of non-partisan, non-political 
control for control by banks,” said he 
“The great political power which 
President Jackson saw in the First 
and Second National banks of his day 
was the power of mere pygmies when 
compared to the gigantic power im- 
posed upon federa] reserve board and 
which by the proposed bill is made 
the prize of each national election. 

“If a method or means can be evolv- 
ed by which the government can 
maintain control and regulation of the 
banking and currency system and at 
the same time prevent it from becom- 
ing a tool and instrument of political 
pressure and party expediency, it 
would be a decided improvement over 
the méasure now before*the house.” 

A general attack on the method of 
putting the bill through the house was 
made by Representative Calloway, of 
Texas, democrat, who protested vigor- 
ously ar inst “following Wilson and 
Bryan blindly.” : 

The house tonight wound up four 
days of generi.1 debate on the admin- 
istration currency bill. Republicans 
and progressives criticised the measure 
on various points, and democrats 
lauded it as the means of evolving a 
safe, solid financial systerr. 

Points of Attac’:. 

Altogether some three score mem- 
bers talked on the bill. The repub- 
licans devoted themselves to attacking 
four principal points regarding the 
measure. . First, they condemned the 
secret committee meetings and the se- 
cret democratic caucus, which handled 
the bill. Progressives also found this 
an inspiring theme. 

Second, the scheme of making the 
banks of the country subscribe capital 
and deposits for the conduct of the 
proposed federal reserve banks was 
condemned. 

Third, the broad powers given 
federal reserve board were deplored, 
and it was charged that the board 
would become a political asset. 

Fourth, the fact that the proposed 
new currency is to Le in the nature 
of a government obligation, although 
issued by the banks, accepted as 
making possible a demand on the gold 
reserve in the treasury, such as char- 
acterized. the Cleveland administra- 
tion. 

Several democrats joined the minor- 
itv in tneir attacks on the method un- 
der which the bill was framed, but 
all announced they would accept the 
judgment of the party and vote for 
the bill. 
measure will be taken up in 
detail for amendment Monday, and it 
is expected the detailed discussion will 
be extensive. But under the caucus 
action of the democrats the possibility 
of any change being written into the 
measure in the house is remote. Chalir- 
man Glass, of the banking and cur- 
rency committee, who opened the de- 
bate, made the closing speech tonight.

When it is remembered that At- 
lanta’s present charter was granted 
by the general as embly itn 1874—near- 
ly forty years ago—that it has been 
amended time and time again, that 
it has uo logical or systematic ar- 
rangement of contents, that ‘many of 
its provisions are now unnecessary and 
obsolete, the mecessity of complete 
revised and up-to-date charter is made 
apparent. 

No changes from the present charter 
have been .de except such 
been suggested by the wisdom and ex- 
perience of thirty-nine years. 

While this 1913 charter is much 
shorter than the present one, we shall 
not burden you with its length, but 
ask that you read the explanation be- 
low, giving briefly all the ersential 
changes from vwur present charter. 

Sanitary Tax Abolished.

Board of education, board of. public 
safety, board of health, hospitals and 
charities, board of public works, board 
of water commissioners, board of pub- 
lic recreation, board of trustees of Car- 
negie library. 

Some cof these boards 
are the result of consolidating 
work of two more of the present 
boards. They will consist of one mem- 
ber from each ward, to be elected by 
the general council, whose terms 
will be fixed by ordinance. 

The same general provisions are es- 
tablished for all—to-wit: There is

His mangled body was identified 
today by his step-brother, Larry Mul- 
ligan, after it had laid for thirteen 
days in a local morgue. 

Sullivan, who was ill, eluded his 
nurses in the early morning of Au- 
Sust 31, and a few hours after was 
Struck and killed by a train at Pel- 
ham Parkway. 

With no identification marks. the 
body lay in Fordham morgue for 
thirteen days, awaiting identification. 
This morning it was sent to Bellevue 
morgue. There was stationed Peter 
Purfield, a policeman who had known

A slim, slightly above medium- 
height man, bent a little with the age 
that shows in his snow white hair and 
mustache of the same white tinge, can 
be seen at the federal] prison any week 
day, bending over “cases,” selecting 
type and putting it in on ine “galleys” 
to be “proved.” 

He is as brown as an Indian, and his 
face shines with a kindly smile as he 
pauses now and then. 

The smile is a reflection of some 
bright and happy thought suddenly 
born into the right words in his brain, 
and his fingers move rapidly over the 
case as he selects the letters that will 
put them into print. 

He is Jullan Hawthorne,

Nathaniel Hawthorne, the great Amer- 


ican poet, prose writer whose work is 
rated among the masterpieces of Png- 
lish literature. 

Gains Him Reputation. 

Julian Hawthorne’s prose and poetry 
since he has been a prisoner has also 
gained him a _ national reputation, 
aided by the prominence given his case 
on account of being the son of 
Nathaniel Hawthorne. 

As he composes his work he puts it 
into type. He is a compositor, as well 
as writer, and enjoys the mechanical 
production of literature almost as 
much as atithorship. 

Hawthorne is now entering upon the 
last month of his year-and-a-day 
Prison term, which expires on Octo- 
ber 18. He was convicted in Boston 
courts of using the United Staes mails 
to defraud in connection with a mining 
scheme. 

Hawthorne has refused to see re- 
porters or magazine writers since his 
{mearceration, and has issued no state- 
ment about his case. He spends his 
time in the printing room, and writes 
many articles for the monthly prison 
Magazine, “Good Words.” 

Although Hawthorne refuses to see 
writers, he talks amiably with his 
guards, and has made friends with 
nearly everyone in the prison with 
whom he has come in contact. 

He has not yet decided what he will 
@o when releazed in October. None 
of his fifteen children have come to 
see him since he has been in Atlanta. 
Apparently .his has hurt him immeas- 
Grably, and has caused him not to 
make any plans. 

Lived With the Indians. 

He is now 69 years of age. During 
his lifetime Hawthorne has followed 
various pursuits. At one time he was 
a newspaper man in New York. Earlier 
fn his life he lived in the west with 
Indian tribes, studying their tribal 
customs with the view of leaving ac- 
counts of them to posterity to read 
after the Indian should become ex- 
tinct.

Despite the fact that both men are 
many years past prime, their friends, 
the wardens, predict that after their 
release their after years will be suc- 
cessful. 

Assistant Warden Hark, of the fed- 
éral prison, says 125 cases are ready to 
gO before the parole board at the 
meeting next Monday. 

This means the prison 
will recommend that 125 
have served one-third 
in the case of lifetimers, 
served fifteen years, with good 
duct, be paroled. 

If the board passes on the parole 
the papers in the case will be referred 
to Attorney General McReynolds,

To be granted parole means that the 
prisoner may leave the penitentiary, 
but must have a sponsor and must re- 
port to the prison authorities at stated 
intervals.

Gallagher, formerly landscape garden- 
er at the arsenal in New York city. 
Mr. Gallagher arrived during the past 
week and jimmedlfately assumed his 
duties as superintendent of the farm. 

It ts Mr. Gallagher’s intention to 
beautify the grounds in front of the 
prison as well as cultivate the farm- 
ing lands. The space between the 
wall and the outer cordon of guards, 
which the visitor sees on entering, 
will be greatly improved next year.

The only attendants at the services 
besides several impassive policemen 
were Rufus Gaynor, the mayor's son; 
the nurse, who accompanied the may- 
or on board the Baltic; Horace L. 
Washington, United States consul, and 
the secretary of the lord mayor of 
Liverpool. 

After the ceremony the body was 
carried to a hearse which was drawn 
by four horses through the deserted 
streets of the city to the landing stage. 
It was then transferred to the ship’s 
tender, where the oaken casket was 
placed in a sealed box over which the 
Stars and Stripes were draped. 

The tender steamed alongside the 
Lusitania, which was lying in mid- 
stream and the casket was hoisted 
aboard.

Philadelphia, September 13.—(Spe- 
cial.)—No college will envy the task 
which confronts the Princeton football 
authorities this year. The Tigers get 
to work on Monday, but in view of the 
way their 1912 team has been riddled 
by graduation and other Causes it is a 
wonder they did not begin work 
earlier. Of the 1912 team, Princeton 
has only three regulars who have .re- 
turned. For two new coaches to build 
up a winning team with so small a 
nucleus is likely to prove a mighty 
hard job. 

One of the curiousthingsabout the 
football situation in Tigertown is that 
the graduate advisory committee was 
willing to commit the squad into the 
hands of two inexperienced coaches, 
both members of the 1912 eleven.

Machines Have Been of Great 
Benefit by Opening Up Un- 
developed Territory.

“If the automobile has, in a man- 


perplexed the railroads of the 
in lessening their receipts 


y by opening up hitherto 
undeveloped territories and. thus in- 
Creasing freight traffic,” said L. 8S. 
Becker, president of the Overland 
Southern Automobile company, of At- 
lanta, in a recent discussion. “I have 
lately had called to my attention state- 
ments made by Newman Erb, president 
of the Minneapolis and St. Louis rail- 
road. in which the automobile was 
given due credit for the good it has 
accomplished. Mr. Erb declared that $2,- 
000,000,000 wasaconservative estimate 
of the increased value of farm lands, 
due directly to the automobile. 

“A few years ago farm lands 
were located near the railroads 
worth about $75 an acre. where the 
land 20 miles back could hardly be 
sold at $10 an acre. With the intro- 
duction of the automobile, however, 
the latter land was brought within a 
few minutes run of the railroads, and 
its value has increased tremendously 
because of this fact. The farmer who 
owns an automobile and lives 20 miles 
from a shipping point is today as close 
to the markets of the world as is the 
man whose land is within 3 or 4 miles 
of the reilroad.

It 
contains bones and cartilages in large 
surplus, A man stripped of his “fac- 
tors of safety’’ could get along handi- 
ly without an arm or leg and minus 
several ribs; two-thirds of both kid- 
neys might be removed with normal 
result; one lung might be extirpated: 
five-sixths of both thyroids could be 
dispensed with, although the secre- 
tions of the last sixth are needed to 
prevent lockjaw or cretinism. Re- 
move all the parathyroids and he dies, 
but he can spare three out of four of 
these glands, and he can part with 
nine-tenths of the vital suprarenal 
glands. The motor area of one side 
of his brain may be removed, he still 
controls his muscles. Cut one of the 
two vagus nerves, he breathes well, 
his heart beats regularly. He needs 
one-tenth of his pancreas. The 
entire stomach may go, together with 
70 or 80 per cent of the intestines, 
and he can digest normal meals. His 
heart may do many times its ordinary 
work; if diseased, it will pump the 
blood through his system adequately 
throughout a long life, provided he 
does not strain its reduced “factor 
of safety.” Throughout the system 
the marvelous phenomena of repair 
are continually in evidence, showinz 
facilities possessed by no machine 
ever invented.

tations are not essential] to the best 
agricultural practice. 

The south has not’ suffered from 
placing too much faith in crop rota- 
tions, nor have we suffered from prac- 
ticing crop rotations; but we have 
suffered immeasurably from our fail- 
, ure to follow intelligent crop rota- 
| tions. When there is an abundance of 
lime and phosphoric acid in the soil, 
a suitable crop rotation may greatly 
increase crop production by adding 
nitrogen and humus-forming ma- 
terials. Indeed, this result may con- 
tinue for many years, but sooner or 
later the supply of phosphoric acid 
and lime will be depleted if the usual 
farm products are sold, unless these 
elements are purchased or added to 
the land in some form. 

The phosphoric acid may be pur- 
chased in grains for feeding, or in the 
form of ground phosphate rock, or as 
acid phosphate; but in some way 
phosphoric acid and lime will have to 
be applied to the soil to either main- 
tain or increase the supply. But, as 
stated, this is no argument against 
crop rotations, the lack of which is 
probably the greatest defect in south- 
ern agriculture. The Progressive 
Farmer will continue to urge § that 
Suitable crop rotations be practiced, 
but we never have stated or thought 
that these alone would maintain soil 
fertility. We cannot, however, insist 
too strongly on crop rotations, which 
will gather nitrogen from the air and 
which when plowed under, or fed and 
the manure returned to the land, will 
maintain or increase the nitrogen and 
humus supply in our soils Even if the 
same plant foods are sold from the 
farm a crop rotation is better than a 
one-crop system, because a rotation of 
crops decreases injury. from insects, 
tends to lessen weeds, makes it possi- 
ble to draw plant foods from larger 
soil areas and means diversification, 
which is the best insurance against 
the loss which comes from putting all 
our eggs in one basket.—Tait Butler, 
in The Progressive Farmer.

It does not pay to Keep a sow in 
the south unless she produces two 
litters a year, but fall litters are not 
very profitable unless feed of the right 
sort is provided.

What Crop Rotations Will Do 
and What They Cannot Do. 


Crop rotation alone will not main- 
tain soil fertility, if any of the usual | 
farm products are sold from the farm. 
Crop rotations—correct ones— will 
maintain or increase the nitrogen, but 
if any products, except such as butter 
or cream, are sold, the supply of phos- 
phoric acid, potash and lime will be 
reduced. In fact, the supply of these 
substances, especially the lime, will be 
decreased to a certain extent by leach- 
ing and washing, even though nothing 
be sold fron, the farm. 

But these facts form no argument 
against rotation. They show why we 
should not depend on crop rotation 
alone, but crop rotations are the basis 
of good Zarming, and too much impor- 
tance cannot be attached to them in 
relation to maintaining and increas- 
ing soil fertility. 

It is probably true that some farm- 
ers have erroneously thought that 
crop rotation alone would build up 
their farms and permanently maintain 
soil fertility; but that is no reason for

Pullman Prosperity. 


(From The Philadelphia Ledger.) 

The Pullman company has _ been 
building all-steel cars for some time 
past, but it still has in service a great- 
er number of wooden cars. Hence the 
calamities such as that‘on the New 
Haven railroad. 

The trouble is that the Pullman com- 
pany is not replacing its old equip- 
ment with suff{fcient speed. This is 
surely not due to poverty on the part 
of Pullman. Far, exceedingly far, from 
any such conclusion, dear reader. 

Pullman is the other name for pros- 
perity. If you doubt this assertion 
please analyze these figures: Since 
1877 Pullman has every year paid a 
dividend of per cent, except in a 
few years of the early eighties, when 
it was 9 1-2 per cent. 

Fifteen years ago the capital stock 
of Pullman was approximately $36,- 
000,000. It then declared a cash divi- 
dend of 20 per cent. Several months 
after that melon was cut $18,000,000 
par value of new stock was given to 
the shareholders gratis. 

With $20,000,000 of new stock Pull- 
man shareholders received their ac- 
customed dividends of 8 per cent, but 
in 1906 another stock dividend of 36 
per cent, having a par value of $26,- 
000.000, was given to shareholders, 

Coming along with that never fall- 
ing 8 per cent annual payment, Pull- 
man was able in 1910 to give its share- 
holders another 20 per cent stock divi- 
dend, worth at par $20,000,000. 

Today the capital stock of Pullman 
is $120,000,000. Of this amount about 
$64,000,000 represents stock given to Its 
shareholders in the last fifteen years, 
along with $7,200,000 in an extra 
money dividend, besides paying the 
regular 8 per,cent. Pullman cars are 
operated on about 200,000 miles of rail- 
road. The company has no bonds. It 
has sold no new securities with which 
to construct new cars. 

Pullman’s earnings have been enor- 
mous, for otherwise it could not have 
given away $64,000,000 of stock in fif- 
teen years, besides paying big regular 
stock distribution gratis was worth

‘Remarkable Book on Hell Written 
British Clergymen 


London, September 13.—Sixteen fa- 
mous British clergymen, representing 
almost as many sects, have collaborat- 
ed to produce a cheery little book that 
is exactly the one to take away as 
holiday reading—I doen't think. Ob- 
tainable for one shilling, or a quarter, 
in American money, it is bound in 
paper, but asbestos would have been 
mere appropriate, for this little vol- 
ume is all about hell. When you have 
its 150 odd pages, you 
know all there is to know, so far, 
about the future abode of the naughty, 
and altogether it doesn’t appear to be 
quite so blaek—or rather so red—as 
we formerly were led to believe. 

‘Is There a Hell?” is the title of 
this truly remarkable quarter’s worth, 
and the chapter headings show how 
comprehensive the‘information is. The 
first of them, “The History of Hell,” 
is followed by “What is Hell Like?’ 
and then comes “The Certainty of 
Hell,” which is rather disturbing, and 
“Hell, a Philosophic Necessity,” which 
some of us would be disposed to deny, 
and sce on until chapter sixteen, which 
is devoted to “A Defense of the Hell 
of the Bible.”

No Material Hell. 

Sad to say, all sixteen of the dis- 
tinguished contributors answer the 
question, “Is There a Hell?” with an 
emphatic affirmative—but cheer up, 
they are equally at one in repudiat- 
ing the idea of a material hell of 
flames and demons. One of the most 
emphatic on this point is, surprisingly 
enough, the Rev. F. B. Meyer, the fa- 
mous Baptist divine, who led the agi- 
tation to prevent the projected fight 
between Jack Johnsen and Bombardier 
Wells. Mr. Meyer points out, logically 
enough, that “fire cannot feed upon 
the cosmic integument of the world of 
spirits,” but lest any of us should take 
heart of hope from this, he adds, 
“what fire does for the body will be 
supplied by remorse,” which, if not 
particularly good English, is clear 
enough tobe an awftl warning. 

If, however, all these clergymen, who 
include the Rev. Dr. M. Hyamson, and 
Father Hugh Benson are agreed in 
treating the “hell fire” of the Bible as 


a metaphor, there is no such consen- 
sus of opinion on an even more im- 
portant point, namely, how long fu- 
ture punishment is going to last. Most 
of them, it is good to note, disbelieve 
in “eternal nish:.1ent.” The Rev A. 
J. Waldron, a Church of England di- 
vine, for example, says bluntly: “If the 
Bible teaches ‘everlasting punishment’ 
so much tne worse for the Bible, be- 
cause we cannot believe it; you may 
quote texts and have behind the texts 
the very finest scholarship, but it is 
ne good.” 

The Rev. Dr. M. H. amson, too, de- 
clares that “endless torments are in 
flagrant contradiction to the goodness - 
of uod as expressed in His Holy Word.” 

Everlasting Punishment. 

On the other hand, the Rev. A. C, 
Dixon, a Baptist, asserts, “Everlast- 
ing punishment will certainly follow 
everlasting sinning, the degree of pun- 
ishment being in proportion tothe sin. 
It is reasonavie to conclude that if a 
man will not repent in this world, with 
an environment of good and evil, he 
will not repent in the next world, 
where there is an environment of only 
ev. 1.”’

is a place. “Whether 
hell is a locality or not,” says the Rev. 
Dinsdale T. Young, “Ww: not be 
sure. The resurrection of the body, it 
seems to me, would suggest that hell 
is a locality.’ Dr. Horton, too, seems 
to incline toward the idea of hell as 
a place, though uis language is care- 
fully vague. ‘the life of the future 
world,” he writes, “is only the life of 
this world without the body, and the 
material scenery of which the body is 
a part.

The count took 
the advice of Kirschnsteiner, Ger- 
many’s famous pedagogy expert, and 
from Vienna to put up the school 
buildings was brought the school 
architect, Klausens, Four schools 
were built and equipped with every 
appliance of the most advanced peda- 
gogy The enterprise was run prac- 
tically, inasmuch as everything was 
done in a cheap way and so as to 
prove a mode] to estate owners else- 
where. When the schools were open- 
ed a flood of professors, not a few 
socialists and many other “mad” per- 
sons came to see them.

Decay of Smuggling 


(From The Chicago Journal.) 

If ashrewd observer of tne eighteenth 
century could revisit the glimpses of 
the moon, he would. find few social 
changes more worthy of notice than 
the decline of smujgling. 

In old days, smuggling was a pro- 
fession: dangerous but honorable—like 
a mission to the Iroquois. The man 
who spent his life evading payment 
of duties ran a fair chance of being 
hanged in chains, but none of losing 
public esteem. 

He was accounted a gentleman, and 
the whole countryside was. his friend. 
He carried on his illicit trade ,with the 
elite of the land. To betray a smug- 


gier to the king’s officers was the 
height of infamy, and when he was 
running car o, his neighbors turned 
their faces to the wal] and vowed that 
they saw nothing. 

Alas! the romance of smuggling has 
vanished. First came improvements 
In transportation, which made much 
of this illegal trade unprofitable. Then 
the sugar trust Syndicated the busi- 
ness and made it disreputable. The 
instinctive belief in free tr:de per- 
Sists; but one remains to practice the 
faith, save a few amateurs—mostly of 
the gentler sex. 


Some years ago, says a correspond- 
ent, I collected the statistics regard- 
ing the lives of stockbrokers in a cer- 
tain city, and was surprised to find 
that nearly every person who lived a 
sober life and continuously studied the 
ups and downs of the money market 
failed either mentally or puysically 
in a short time—less than a dozen 
years—ultimately disappearing from 
active life. On the other hand, the 
men who were opertors of gret skill 
and colness and who lived regularly 
nost of the time, but occasionally gave 
Way to the arink habit, lived longer 
and had fever mental disorders. This, 
of course, cannot be construed into an 
agument in favor of drinking even oc- 
caSionally, but was, to my mind, a 
strong indication of the benefit coming 
from the occasional complete relaxa- 
tion from the intense mental anxiety. 
Protracted anxiety without rest breaks 
more men than does bard intellectual 
eflore 
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declared wer on the “mad count” after 
he had already had war declared on 
him by his family and by _ society. 
That ended Count Erwin’s fight for @ 
new Hungary. Had he been a hero 
of the -novelist’s kind he probably 
would have defied the government, 
fought society and ended his life in 
jail or on the gallows. But Count 
Erwin is not even a suffragette. He 
is merely a mild, spoiled, «sentimental, 
earnest and kind-eharted aristocrat, 
and he has no desire at all to be 2 
hero or a martyr. In this spirit he 
acted. He has lared that it is im- 
possible for any man with a con- 
science to live in a country where so- 
c:ety and politics are organized as 
they are in Hungary. And he has left 
Hungary for free England, where a 
man may be as mad as he likes. “I 
Shall never set foot in Hungary 
again,” are his parting words. 

The final step is a petition to the 
Pesth ministry of the interior de- 
manding “release of Count Erwin Bat- 
thyany from the state union.” That 
means that the “mad count” 
permission to abandon once and for- 
ever his Hungarian citizenship.

REVIEWS OF THE WEEK 
IN AMERICAN MARKETS 
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Cotton. 

New Orleans, September 13.—Wide fluctuations 
were brought about in the cotton market this 
week, upturns being caused by the more favor- 
able news from Washington regarding legisla- 
tion, against future trading and the downward 
movements by the heavy rains in the western ‘half 
of the belt, which effectually put an end to the 
drouth, and cauged talk of a top crop. The 
net results weer’ an advance of 33 to 38 points. 
The high prices were made on Tuesday and the 
low prices on Friday. At the highest the trading 
months were 62 to 65 points over last week’ée 
close; at the lowest they weré 1 to 7 points over. 
The range was 57 to 61 points. 

The news from Washington was eargerly read 
by the trade and it was of a tenor to cause 
much buying, first and last. Early in the week, 
the agreement that the proposed tax on futures, 
if passed, should not go into effect for a year, 
was considered to be a very bullish feature. 
Later, when its influence had worn off, the mar- 
ket was again stimulated upward by the attempt 
to substitute market reforms for the tax meaé- 
ures. This attermpt caused a steadier week-end 
than would otherwise have been seen. 

Reports from Texas and Oklahoma, especi- 
ally the former, Were most encouraging, com- 
pared with what have been coming from that 
section of the belt for a long time past. Rain 
was reported every day of the week and under 
the moisture, crop accounts said, the appearance 
of the crop underwent a complete change. Many 
counties in Texas that, in the time of drouth, 
had been talking of crop disaster, went to talk- 
ing about a top crop and a fairly large yield. 
These reports were at all times the source of 
much short selling, although offset, to some ex- 
tent, by the bullish claim that the rains were 
preventing picking and injuring the grade of 
cotton. . 

In the spot department, prices advanced five- 
sixteenths of a cent, middling closing at 
12 15-16, against 12% last week and 11 7-16 this 
week last year. Sales on the spot amounted to 
: bales, against 1,666 last week and 90 
week last year; 6ales to arrive totaled 
bales, against 920 last week and 750 this 
last year.

Cotton Goods. 


13.-—Cotton goods mar- 
kets have ruled strong for the week and prices 
have advanced steadily.

The sag in prices preceding the publication of 
the government crop report and the hardening 
afterwards was an example of how corn crap 
damage had been discounted in the previous 
action of the market. The figuras, even of the 
estimate, had been accurately predicted. There 
was the further consideration that the brilliant 
promise of a bumper wheat crop offset the effect 
of the corn showing. Then there were reports 
of soaking rains in the recent drouth district. 
The influence of the corn and cotton damage ifs 
modified by the large reserves from the pre- 
ceding year’s crops and by the high ruling prices. 

Current consumption of steel products is main- 
tained and the rate of decrease in new orders 
is lessening, as shown by the United States 
Steel corporation’s statement of unfilled orders. 
The rise in iron prices shows the growth of de- 
mand already at work, but the yielding of steel 
prices indicates that the process had not yet 
reached that department. The copper producers 
report disclosed the smallest surplus of 
copper in years. 

The seasonal movement of currency from the 
reserve centers to the agricultural interior 
threatens to supply a natural check to the specu- 
lative use of funds. Interior demands on 
York for cash at this season usually run 
$50,000,000 to $75.000.000 and the movement 
barely begun. Discount rates are hardening 
though the banking position there con- 
almost unprecedentedly étrong.

More Capital Will be Needed.

There are few in 
touch with conditions who doubt but 
that sum can be secured, but there are 
many who doubt if the people controll- 
ing it will release that much credit.

Stocks of copper on hand at present 
are smaller than for any time in many 
vears, with the Copper Producers’ as- 
sociation reporting only 38,314,057 
pounds of copper on hand September 1. 
Their report showed 131,632,362 pounds 
production during August, and 146,- 
913,270 pounds deliveries, making a 
decline of 15,280,908 pounds in spot 
copper on hand during the month. 
Directly following the report, prices 
moved upward to 16% cents a pound, 
and they are close to 17 cents now, 
with 20-cent copper not considered im- 
probable. At the present rate of con- 
sumption, there is less than two weeks’ 
working supply on hand, while demand 
is continual and insistent. Practically 
all of the supply for the rest of Sep- 
tember and October has been sold, with 
the refinery output of Nvember and 
December going rapidly. Since Janu- 
ary 1, there has been over 66,000,000 
pounds greater consumption than pro- 
duction, with surplus stocks nearly 
85,000,000 smaller than the total shown 
on February 1. The greater demand 
has principally come from Europe, 
due to the settlement of the Balkan 
war and the easing of money abroad. 
Domestic consumption likewise has 
been heavy. In the first eight months 
of 1913, production was 1,078,900,990 
pounds; domestic deliveries were 561,- 
745,715 pounds; foreign deliveries, 584,- 
243,820 pounds, and totel deliveries of 
American copper 1,145,989,535 pounds. 
Consumens view the situation with 
alarm, but they are forced to buy as 
their needs of the red metal are very 
heavy. F 

Cotton and Grain Markets. 

In spite of a short period of lower 
cotton prices, due to the fear that the 
tax on dealing in cotton futures. was 
to be made a law soon, the price of 
cotton holds firm at near the 13-cent 
level. Buying has been heavy, with 
cotton goods manufacturers placing 
large orders to cover their require- 
ments. In the mid-week, before a lit- 
tle ceaction due to profit-taking, cot- 
ton futures here went to well over 13 
to 138% cents, and nearly reached the 
high mark of the week before. The 
first ginning report showed that 794,- 
006 bales passed through the gins prior 
tu September 1, a record amount for 
the pre-season ginning. Few traders, 
however, tried to make a bearish ar- 
Sument out of the report, as it was 
generally conceded that the large gin- 
ning was due to the early maturity of 
part of the crop, and partly to the 
forced opening of some of the bolls 
due to heat and drouth, with growers 
putting them through the gins to save 
what there was of good cotton in 
them. . 

The governnient Srain report not 
only indicated that there would be 
-43,000,000 bushels of spring wheat, or 
10,000,000 more than was indicated a 
month ago, but that the total yield, 
With winter wheat counted in, would 
be the greatest on record, at 754,000.- 
000 bushels This very largely made 
up for the loss in corn, in the esti- 
mation of some traders. The report 
on corn showed that’the crop will be 


000 bushels in a month, and 644,000,000 
less than was expected for this crop 
two months ago. There are prospects 
of further deterioration in condition 
before the final figures are in. How- 
ever, at prevailing prices, the corn 
crop will still be worth $1,773,250,000, 
while the crop of last year of nearly 
800,000,000 busheks more, ‘using the 
present estimate as the final figures 
for this year, was worth about $200,- 
000,000 less at the average price 
realized for it. Hence, there is a 
tendency to overlook the size of the 
loss of corn, and to emphasize the 
large wheat crop and the excellent 
condition of the yield. In fact, wheat 
harvested so far is of the best aver- 
age quality that the country has ever 
seen. Following the report, there 
was little chanée in wheat values, but 
corn declined for a while on profit- 
taking, but later in the week was 
stronger again. The outlook for the 
oat crop is for a yield of 1,066,000,000 
bushels, which is a small improvement 
over the outlook a month before, while 
the barley yield is placed at 168,000,- 
009 bushels. The total indicated 
yield of wheat, corn, oats and barley 
for 1913 is 4,339,000,900 bushels, as 
compared with a final yield of 5,496,- 
000000 bushels for these four crops 
last year, meaning an indicated loss of 
1,157,000,000 bushels in the principal 
cereal crops this year. However, if 
the indicated vields are realized, with 
last year’s carry-over in each, there 
should be enough of all four grains 
to fill alj the needs of the country. 

The unfilled tonnage statement of 
the United States Steel corporation 
was even better than had been ex- 
pected, with a decrease of only 175,848 
tons in business on the books August 
$1, as compared with the month bDe- 
fore. This left 5,223,468 tons of or- 
ders still to filled, which is over 
2.500.000 tons decrease from the total 
shown at the end of 1912. Every 
month in 1913 has seen a decrease, 
but it is expected that there will be 
a small increase this month as or- 
ders now are running ahead of pro- 
duction. Business is improving rap- 
idly, while there are so many needs 
of consumers to be covered that the 
outlook is for large orders for sever- 
al months ahead. 

The annual report of the Norfolk 
and Western railway showed that 
gross earnings were $43,793,921 in the 
fiscal year to June 30, an increase of 
$4,000,000 over the year before. The 
net available for dividends was $11,- 
079.366, an increase of $1,700,000 over 
the previous year, while there was a 
balance after dividends, additions, bet- 
terments, etc. of $2,847,088, which 
brought the prefit and loss surplus up 
to $11,423,106. The surplus availa- 
ble for dividends on the $100,133,300 
common stock was equal to 10.14 per 
cent on that issue as compared with 
9.87 per cent earned on the $35,653,000 
stock which was outstanding last

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BUYING RENEWED

Reports of Too Much Mois- 
ture in Central and Western 


Cotton Belts Caused Ad- 
vance of 10 to 14 Points. 


New York, September 13.—The buy- 
ing movement which developed in the 
cotton market yesterday afternoon 
Was in evidence during this morning's 
trading. Reports. of too much rain in 
the western and central belts and gulf 
storm apprehensions seemed to ac- 
count for part of the demand, while 
the advance was also encouraged 
reports of a better demand from the 
trade and the publication of a bullish 
outlook by one of the large local spot 
cotton houses. Offerings increased 
on an advance of a little over $2 
from the low level of yesterday and 
the market reacted 9 or 10 points in 
the late trading, with the close barely 
Steady at a net advance of 10 to 14 
points. Houses with Liverpool con- 
nections were sellers on the late de- 
cline. 

The market opened steady at un- 
changed prices to an advance of 9 
points. The cables were about as due, 
but there were a good many overnight 
buying orders around the local ring 
and prices sold 15 to 18 points net 
higher. Realizing became more of a 
factor at this level, while there was 
also selling for a reaction, but after 
Some little irregularity the advance 
continued until active months were 
19 to 22 points above the closing fig- 
ures of last night.

“in commission,’ as the phrase goes, 
three lord commissioners, namely Lord 
Merley, Lord Beauchamp and the Mas- 
ter of the Rolls, having been chosen 
this week, who administered the seal 
until the lord chancellor’s return from 
his brief visit to Columbia’s -shores. 
This is by no means the first time 
that the great. seal—which Macdon- 
ough described as “round and as thick 
and as large as a muffin,” which 
bears the royal arms and, as the spe- 
cific emblem of sovereignty, is at- 
tached to the most important class of 
public documents—has been. placed in 
commission, but it is the first occasion 
since the ill-fated Wolsey’s time that 
its official custodian has quitted Eng- 
land during his term of office. In 
early times, be it explained, the seal 
invariably was entrusted to come fa- 
mous and powerful ecclesiastic and 
was a perquisite which brought with 
it sabstantial gain. In after years a 
lord keeper of the seal came into be- 
ing, but eventually it became the spe- 
charge of the lord chancellor. As 
head of the English judiciary, he re- 
ceives the seal, which reposes in a 
Morocco casé, on his appointment 
and he never is supposed to let it go 
out of his possession, hence the ne- 
eessitvy which arose when Lord Hal- 
dane ‘was invited to visit America, of 
getting the king's formal permission 
for him to make the trip. 
Wolsey and the Seal. 
Cardinal Wolsey, around whose neck 
the seal had been hung by his master, 
Henry VIIL, with the injunction that 
he was “to use it to the honor of God 
and sovereign,” cakmly popped it 
into whatever took the 
place of a grip in those days—-when 
he went on his famous to 
France, and actually sealed writs with 
it at Calais. grave a departure 
from privilege was this regarded thal 
it was made one of the grounds of 
impeachment of the famous cardinal. 
Lord Brougham, who gave his’.name 
to-an aristocratic conveyance, and was 
lord chancellor to King Georve IV., 
was even more careless with the great 
geal than Wolsey.

Threw Seal Into River. 

King James II1., when flying from the 
cGuntry, threw the great seal into the 
Thames at Lambet, but it was soon 
recovered. Perhaps the time when its 


loss gave most trouble was during the | 


struggle between King Charles I. and 
his parllament, when Littleton, who 
at the time was lord keeper of the 
great seal, suddenly transferred his 
allegiance from the side of parlia- 
ment to that of the king, and brought 
the great seal along with him. It is 
interesting to recall that so generally 
was the seal regarded as the emblem 
of legal power and authority, that the 
parliamentarians were more dismayed 
over the loss of the possession of the 
mere die of the great seal than they 
would have been over the defection of 
a thousand warriors. They realized 
that without the great seal they had 
no authority to carry en the govern- 
ment of the country in a constitu- 
tional way. So much did they feel the 
loss of the seal that they offered pray- 
ers In public to the Almighty to help 
them in their trouble and perplexity. 
If these prayers were answered, how- 
ever, it was somewhat belatedly, for 
it was not until three years afterwards 
that the great seal was recaptured. 

All these things have not happened, 
be it explained, to the identical seal]. A 
new great seal, like new ccinage, 
struck at the mint upon the accession 
of a new sovereign when the old one 
goes through the process of demask- 
ing. That Is, the sovereign strikes it 
a blow with a hammer svfficient to 
make a slight distinguishing mark. 
The seal is at the disposal of the mon- 
arch, but by long custom it 1s re- 
garded as a prerequisite of the lord 
chancellor, so, in the fullness of time, 
Lord Haldane is likely to have one of 
his own.

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Public Rapidly Realizing Value . 
Of Parent-Teacher Associations 


Now that school has begun and the 
children are away from home, the 
most practical way in which the moth- 
er’s heart can follow them is through 
the interest and work of the Parent- 
Teacher Neighborhood clubs. While 
the work of these clubs is compara- 
tively new in the state, Athens and 
Columbus having organized first six 
years ago, the public is coming rap- 
idly to realize the power for good of 
these associations of parent and teach- 
er. 

Prominent educators in all lines of 
educational work are unanimous in 
their endorsement of these organiza- 
tions, and strong in the faith in their 
potential power. 

In our own state our recognized 
leaders in educationa)]) matters, State 
Superintendent M. L. Brittian, Super- 
intendent William Slaton, of Atlanta; 
Lawton B. Evans, of Augusta; R. B. 
Daniel, of Columbus; C. H. Bruce, Ma- 
con; N. H. Ballard, Brunswick; G. C, 
Bond, Athens, J. A. Duncan, Thomas- 
ville. and others, have given their 
hearty co-operation and support to 
this movement. 

The Atlanta work of these associa- 
tions is young, the first clubs having 
been formed two years ago, but they 
have met enthusiastic response from 
both parent andteacher. The work has 
been practical and they have taken 
hold of problems in their various dis- 
tricts that demanded attention, and in 
many instances solved these questions 
with noteworthy success. 

One school association assumed the 
responsibility of providing school 
hooks for the children who were not 
able to buy them; another club con- 
verted its unsightly grounds into an 
ettractive flower garden by so inter- 
esting the children of that school that 
they carried buckets of dirt, enough 
to level the yard. This school, stim- 
ulated by its principal, won the fifty- 
dollar prize offered by one of the mem- 
pers of board of education, Mr. Walter 
Rich, for the most attractive school 
garden. 
First Moving Picture. 

This same school has installed a 
moving picture machine and as far as 
we know this is the first school in 
the state .to take this step. 

Several school clubs have worked 
for their own school libraries and 
through the co-operation of the Carne- 
gie library assures success to each 
club of its efforts. The library will 
furnish to each of the schools a col- 
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Encouragement in

lection of books for both parents and 
children. 

Bach club has had 
prominent physicians on subjects of 
health and hygiene, the attendance 
upon these lectures attested the inter- 
est of the mothers in these matters 
and thetr readiness to take advantage 
of such opportunities offered. The 
number present at these lectures rang- 
ed from 80 to 160. 

We have given what has actually 
been accomplished by these clubs in 
Atianta with the entire co-operation of 
our superintendent and the princi- 
pals where these clubs are organized. 

While each club is an individual one 
and is working for the needs of its 
particular neighborhood the object is 
the same in every instanee that is to 
promote the welfare of the child, to 
increase the understanding and sym- 
pathy of those having the responsi- 
bility of ohildren and by co-operating 
to make effectual all effort toward 
educational, civic, socia,l hygienic and 
moral betterment in the neighborhood. 

The program for the coming: year 
has not been completed but with the 
one purpose in view each club will 
consider its own problems and lend 
what inspiration it can to others.

JUNIOR CIVIC LEAGUES 
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Daughters of the American 
Revolution in Georgia 


(Continued From Last Sunday.) 

Contributions amounting to several 
' thousand dollars were made by Georgia 
chapters to the fund for the erection 
of the splendid marble building at the 
national ‘apital which serves as of- 
ficial headquarters of the Daughters of 
the American Revolution, memorial to 
our revolutionary ancestors, and store- 
house of the ancestral records of these 
and of millions of other descendants of 
the founders of the republic. A me- 
morial column, costing $2,000—one of 
the thirteen columns of the portico rep- 
resenting the original states—-was a 
gift of the Georgia Daughters. 

The Georgia Daughters placed in 
Memorial Continental hall @ marble 
bust of Oglethorpe, unveiled at tht 
congress of 1911, costing $500, and a 
memorial collection of books, entitled 
“The Emily Hendree Park Memorial 
Collection,” with a bronze tablet in 
honor of Mrs. Park. This valuable 
addition to the national Lbrary con- 
sists chiefly of books relating to Geor- 
gia history and other books of Geor- 
gia authors, and includes the colonial 
and revolutionary records published by 
the state, the publication of which was 
so largely due to the efforts of Mrs. 
Park as state regent The collection 
has been increased from time to time 
by gifts from chapters and members, 
and it is expected that it will continue 
to grow. Thisis the first memorial of 
its kind placed tn the hall, and nation- 
al officers have suggested that other 
contemplated memorials take this 
form. 

The death of Mrs. 
curred in September, 1910, was a great 
loss to the society. The esteem in 
which she was held by the society-at- 
large is indicated by the fact that when 
elected vice president general, she re- 
ceived the largest vote ever given to a 
national officer. It was expected that 
she would some day be placed at the 
head of the society, and many of the 
leading members, north and _ south, 
urged her to consent to the use of her 
name as a candidate, but she could not 
be induced to consent. 

Reference has already been made 
to the memorial bust of the first “real 
Daughter,” Mrs. Mary Hammond 
Washington, of Georgia, which was

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unveiled at the congress of 1912. 

The handsome building erected as a 
\chapter house by the Atlanta chapter 
is a striking illustration of the seal 
and devotion of Georgia Daughters. 
When it became necessary to remove 
from its site in Piedmont park the 
original chapter house — “Craigie 
House,” the gift of the state of Massa- 
chusetts, which had served as the 
Massachusetts State.building at the 
Cotton States exposition—the chapter 
directed its energies to the raising of 
a fund for the erection of a new chap- 
ter house on Piedmont avenue  Iot 
Siven to it by the late George Wash- 
ington Collier. The faithful, persist- 
ent work of several years in the rais- 
ing of this fund reached its climax 
during the administration of Mrs. 8. 
W. Foster as chapter regent, and the 
building was erected during the re- 
gency of her guccessor, Mrs, Joseph H. 
Morgan, the corner-stone being laid on 
December 17, 1910, and the building 
being fommally mpened on June 14, 1911 
(Flag day.) A notable event which 
soon followed at this chapter house 
was the entertaining of the military 
organizations from a number of the 
older states, some of them organized 
in colonial and revolutionary days, and 
vearing uniforms of that period, who 
attended the unveiling of the peace 
monument erected by the Gate City 
Guard of Atlanta. Mrs. Matthew T. 
Scott, the president general of the so- 
ciety, who was a guest of the Atlanta 
chapter, took a prominent part in the 
unveiling exercises, and the reception 
given in her honor by the chapter was 
attended by Daughters from all parts 
of the state. 

The members of the Joseph Haber- 
sham chapter of Atlanta have long 
been working with remarkable energy 
and perseverance to raise funds for a 
chapter house, and they have already 
a valuable lot for the site 

The activities of these two chapters 
in providing for permanent homes for 
themselves have been followed Dy 
large increase of membership. A re- 
cent list of the members of the At- 
fanta chapter shows ae membership of 
more than 360, and the Joseph Haber- 
sham does not fall very far short of 
this number,

Peabody Normal co:lege is now being 
transformed and reorganized into 
George Peabody College for Teachers, 
which is to have the definite aim of 
giving to the south at least one central 
teachers’ college, and of constantly 
studying and devising the best meth- 
ods for the readjustment of our city, 
county and state school systems to the 
demands of a new south with a larger 
and larger national influence. 


It is to be the one college in the 
south pledged to spread its benefits to 
all the southern states in the spirit 
of George Peabody, who gave his ben- 
efaction and founded Peabedy college, 
with the thought which he expressed 
in these words: “For the promotion 
and encouragement of intellectual, 
moral, or industrial education among 
the young of the southern and south- 
western states of our union; my pur- 
pose being that the benefits intended 
shall be distributed among the entire 
population, without other distinction 
than their needs and the opportunities 
of usefulness to them.” 

The Seed of New Life. 

The United Daughters of the Con- 
federacy, with the assistance of such 
a chair, could sow the seed of a new 
life in every southern school. No one 
ever knows where obscured genius 
may be struggling, submerged by ap- 
palling difficulties. The sympathetic, 
intelligent teacher, even in the hum- 
blest school and most remote spot. 
may be able to give to the world a 
new master in art, letters, science, or 
morals, to bless his generation and the 
world forever. 

The United Daughters of the Con- 
federacy know that the weapons of 
their warfare are forged from the 
highest elements of character. As 
never before in our history, we need 
now to battle for progress and a su- 
premacy built upon everlasting foun- 
dations. The warfare of peace is upon 
us in earnest. In our Industrial, edu- 
cational, agricultural battle for pros- 
perity, we must see that we win by 
building wisely upon the finest quali- 
ties of character transmitted to us as 
our best heritage. 

Through this chair of history, the 
United Daughters of the Confederacy 
and Peabody college can encourage, 
stimulate and set the example of writ- 
ing books for the school children of 
the south, so that our own history. 
legends and romance may be seen as 
‘often in print and made to be as fa- 
millar and attractive as the traditions 
and history of any other section of our 
country. Such a truthful and loving 
expression, by our own people, setting 
forth our own ideals, can be made our 
best contribution to the development 
of the whole nation, as well as to the 
proper instruction of young southern- 
ers. ' 

What Co-Operation Would Mean. 

The United Daughters of the Con- 
federacy and Peabody college can. 
through this chair, work side by side 
to Keep alive that idealism which is 
fast dying out tn other sections of 
our country, as well as to perpetuate 
our other inherited qualities of a pe- 
culiarly forceful nature. By this co- 
operation will be made possible the 
teaching of our own institutions and 
a proper understanding of their rela- 
tion to the development of other sec- 
tions of our great country. In this 
way will we not only put ourselves 
where we belong, historically, but we 
will also put ourselves in the fore- 
front of that patriotic host which ts 
building upon righteous foundations 
the true fabric of this whole country. 

Special rooms at Peabody college for 
historical collections of books, manu- 
scripts and other material could be 
provided, which would serve also as 
headquarters for the United Daughters 
of the Confederacy in their co-opera- 
tion with the college authorities, so 
that the combined intelligence and en- 
couragement of both agencies would. 
by constant contact, effectively direct 
and inspire the department of south- 
ern history.

William H. Mansfield, son of W. E. 
Mansfield, of 130 Peeples street, made 
an exceptional record in his high 
school and in college. He 
from the Boys’ High schvol in 1907, 
when it had only a three-year course. 
‘He skipped from the eighth grade 
grammar schoo] to the second grade 
high school, preparing th~- first grade 
work at home during the summer, 
took an excellent stand the whole 
time he was at the Boys’ High school 
and won a scholarship to Harvard uni- 
versity, doing the required work at 
home the following year. He made a 
good record at Harvard, where he took 
a four-year course in three vears, 
which requires much hard work. 

He won two scholarships at Harvard 
and graduated in 1912. He now 
working with the Southern Bell Tele- 
phone and Telegraph company, and 
attributes much of his success to the 
golid foundation gained while at the 
Boys’ High school.

He holds that the ex- 
pansion of the section will be materially re- 
tarded unless our railways are quickly en- 
abled to prepare themselves for current de- 
mands. Pointing to the difficulty experi- 
enced by the railroads in) financing their 
needs, Editor Edmonds says: 

It is a very serious question which 
the country and railroads are facing. 
Government ownership of the rall- 
roads in this country would, I think 
from many points of view, be a na- 
tional disaster, but unless the people 
and the railroad owners can find some 
way to get together on a basis which 
will enable the latter to raise the 
billions of dollars needed for expan- 
sion, then we shall have to face the 
question of government ownership or 
of government guarantee of bonds, 
either of which would likely lead us 
into endless trouble. There is no use 
shutting our eyes to these facts. We 
might as well face the situation and 
try to find a way out. The south can 
do itself and the country indefinite 


good if it can lead in finding a solution 
of the problem. 


There is no doubt that the railroads have 
trouble in placing their securities. Some of 
it can be attributed to the general timidity 
of capital, but the larger part comes from 
the uncertainty of the investor regarding the 
eventual attitude of the government. He 
sees the trend. The jurisdiction of the 
government is being steadily extended. Now 
we are preparing to undertake a physical 
valuation of the roads with a view to whole- 
sale readjustment. The states meanwhile 
are busy, political demagogy is not yet dead, 
and no one knows what to expect. 

The Constitution does not believe the 
country to be ready at present for govern- 
ment ownership. It {s not so long ago, com- 
paratively, since that suggestion from Bryan 
got him into considerable hot water. But 
certainly we are in a shifting era. And cer- 
tainly the railroads are an indispensable 
part of our prosperity and expansion. Too 
rigid a policy toward them will react upon 
the country generally. The problem is not 
one for the sand-lot orator, but for genuine 
and constructive statesmanship.

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The article on “The 
Vices of Society,” by 
Isma Dooly in a recent 
Sunday issue of The 
Constitution, was both 
impressive and in- 
structive. She very 
justly denounced some 
lines of criticism that 
are too freely leveled 
at Society leaders by 
persons who are unin- 
formed of the persons 
and practices they con- 
demn. 

“society” as gener- 
ally spoken of is the 
chameleon of civiliza- 
tion. From the purely 
practical point of view, 
of course, it appears 
sentimental, supenflu- 
ous and sinister in its 
movements. The great 
mass of the people have no part or place in 
Society, because Society is an artificial or- 
ganism, its genius is that of art, and the 
masses are not artists. Society is not form- 
ed after the fashion of a commercial cor- 
poration; it is not functioned along the laws 
of trade; it cannot be conformed to the 
Shorter Catechism or a Methodist discipline. 

Because, therefore, Society cannot and 
will not be constrained within the straight 
jackets of pluperfect professors and profes- 
Sional prudes it necessarily must bear 
“odium theologicum” and the offense to the 
unco guid that a jury would pronounce 
“damnum absque injuria!” 

Now, I have seen a lot of Society—in the 
big hotels, at popular resorts, in official cir- 
Cles, in the homes and salons of the s6e- 
lectest people in the land. My profession 
gives me such opportunities. And my can- 
did judgment is that Soclety—using always 
the capital S——-must be treated, when dealt 
with honestly, just as we treat all other 
great institutions of civilization. 

We have demagogues and grafters in pol- 
itics—yet politics {s not to be classified as 
a black art or a criminal profession because 
of its demagogues and corruptionists. Bank- 
ing has its looters’ and embezzlers, as our 
federal prison, hard by, can testify—but we 
do not account banking as a system of 
licensed thtevery because of its malefactors. 
Religion has its hypocrites and black sheep, 
but who would prohibit religious organiza- 
tions because of their maskers and mis- 
creants? 

Likewise, Soclety has its bad actors, as 
Stanford White, Harry Thaw, Diggs and 
Caminetti, and numerous dittoes, but what 
of the thousands upon thousands of clean, 
honorable and self-respecting people who 
make up the real, substantial and influential 
Soctety of the nation? Shall we always judge 
the substance by the scum? 

Tt is a false and foolish philosophy. and 
a punky and pusillanimous religion that 
needs must rail at Society en masse because 
of the eccentricities or excesses of a few of 
its ill-balanced or reckless satellites. 

Just as fairly might one condemn all re- 
ligion because of tts “holy rollers” as to 
denounce all Society because of its “high 
rollers.”’ 

Doubtless most of 
stunts that we could wish were 
practiced. We have seen some extrava- 
gances of conduct that we would have or- 
dered otherwise. Yet most of those excres- 
cences were morally harmless, attributable 
more to immaturity of intellect and judg- 
ment than to immorality and viciousness. 

Society—the general run of it in this 
country—is reputable. If it were not so, 
flagrant offenses by any of its number would 
not be widely signalled as ill-befitting 
and reprehensible. 

Let us be sane about Society. Let us be 
fair to its people. If they have the lawful 
means whereby to indulge in the luxuries 
of life, to feed well and sumptuously, to 
travel de luxe, to buy rich raiment and rare 
jewels, to lavish gold on music, the arts and 
to build palatial residences and be 
retinues of high-priced servants, 
commission to say them nay? 

As for me, I think it far better that these 
people who constitute Society should enjoy 
their wealth and desires in these public and 
lawful fashions, distributing either their 
surplus or their substance to the ‘builders, 
the artisans, the sculptors, painters and mu- 
sictans, the actors, bakers, confeétioners, 
florists, waiters and whatever other shop- 
keepers cater to them, than to hoard all 
their money in useless heaps, or handle it 
only after the manner of the loan shark 
when dealing with the poor. 

Society in America travels always on the 
quicksands. Notoriously, except in the case 
of the Astors who cling to the earth, “it is 
only three generations from shirt sleeves to 
shirt sleeves” with American families. So 
whv should any of us poor devils rail at So- 
ciety? Let it go the route, so long as it does 
not trample upon the laws. No matter how 
high it flies, like the nigger’s crow, it will 
have to come to the ground later on to get 
tts feed!

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‘ MODESTY IN CLOTHES. 


(From The Chicago Tribune.) 

The present styles in women’s wear are 
undergoing more or less criticism on the 
ground of immodesty. But they have their 
defenders. Not all who are expressing opin- 
ions are in the same state of mind as Editor 
Bok, whose remarks were commented on 
the other day. i 

There are two grounds of difference with 
Mr. Bok. The questions his dogmatism 
raises are, first, as to the extent of the so- 
called “indecent styles;” second, as to their 
“indecency.” 

The “styles” he has in mind. evidently. 
are the “slit” skirt and the diaphanous gown. 
The extreme forms are comparatively rare. 
considering the total population, and com- 
mon sense teaches that they will not in- 
crease any more than extreme forms of pre- 
ceding styles did. Reading Mr. Bok leads 
one to infer that he fears the imminent adop- 
tion of nudity. 

But Mr. Bok's position is challenged on 
other and more important crounds. For ex- 
ample, in an article on “Modesty in Wom- 
en's Clothes,” in Mr. Hapgood’'s Harper's 
Weekly of August 30, Francis R. MeCabe 
welcomes the tendency to wear as scanty 
clothing as possible 

Mr. McCabe begins by attacking the aa- 
Sumption that the exposure of the body is 
ipso facto immodest, its concealment modest 
He cites the different standards of modesty 
in different countries, instancing the custom 
of the Mohammedan woman of concealing 
her face in the presence of men. Havelock 
Ellis in “Studies in the Psychology of Sex 
declares that “there ought to be no question 
regarding the fact that it is the adorned 
the partially concealed body, and not the 
absolutely naked body, which acts as a sex 
ual excitant.” and various authorities are 
quoted. As nakedness is not practicable, how 
ever, this leaves us at the mercy of Mr. Bok 
who would maintain that partial revealmen: 
is exactly the evil he protests in present 
Styles. 

The reply to this is, of course, that the 
actual effect of concealment or revealment 
depends upon custom. Changes produce ef 
fect, because of their novelty, and as the 
novelty fades the effect will fade. The 
classic case of the London busman need 
hardly be cited to prove this. If it were true 
that the sight of the body ts in itself im 
moral, then the swaddling of women would 
be necessary to morality. But if custom is 
the chief factor, it is hardly intelligent to 
obstruct a tendency which is essential!) 
wholesome because of temporary effects. 

Is the tendency wholesome? Mr. McCabe 
Bays: “The sentiment which tends to pre 
vent women from allowing men to see them 
in @ state of nudity, or in clothes that show 
the lines of their forms, causes women to 
wear clothinE which is uncomfortable. in- 
convenient, embarrassing to their movements. 
unnecessarily expensive, injurious to health 
and dangerous to life in various ways.” 

Dr. E. (. Dudley, in a lecture before a 
class in Northwestern University Medica! 
college, says: 

“No wonder her circulation ts poor; no wonder 
she is unable to stand any exercise or exertion to 
ammount to anything. The upper garments are 
usually of hin material, and, according to 
the caprice of faghion, may not cover the arme. 
neck, and upper part of the bust. A profusion o* 
skirte are worn loosely around the lower extremit: 
of the body, and the feet are held in viselike grip 
of thin, high-heeled covering which resembles 
stilta more than shoes. 

‘In strange contrast to euch ftnadequate pre- 
tection of the upper and lower extremities. the 
waite and hips are swathed and compressed itn a 
torrid zone of whalebone, corset, belt, eteels, and 
the bands of the various under and outer garments 
worn by the women of today. 

‘*The average woman wears a total of sevenr- 
teen layers of bands of some sort around her 
waist. Allowing twenty-four inches a& the aver- 
age waist circumference of a Chicago woman, al- 
though there are many with larger waists, i 
means that each woman has a total of thirty- 
four feet of bandage tightly wrapped about her.”’ 
Dr. Havelock Fllis declares that “the free 

contact of the body with afr and water and 
light makes for the health of the body, fa- 
miliarity with the sight of the body abolishes 
petty pruriencies, trains the sense of beauty 
and makes for the health of the soul.” 

The tendency of women to do away with 
physically unwholesome swaddlings is moral 
in the best sense and certainly should not 
be discouraged because some men are pru- 
rient or conventionally prudish.

IN DYNAMITE CASES 


indianapolis, Ind., September 13,— 


Federal Attorney Charles W. Miller to- 
day added a huge volume to the im- | 
mense records of the dynamite con- | 
spiracy trials when he forwarded 725; 
pages, constituting the government's 
brief in the appeal of the convicted 
dynamiters to the United States court 
of apppeals at Chicago. It is a remark- 
ably brief document in relation to’ the 
records of the cases, as the evidence 
given in the trials last winter alone 
filled 2,700 pages and the defendants’ 
bills of exceptions constituted five huge 
volumes, totalling 6,000 pages. 

More than half of the brief is da- 
voted to a restatement of the dyna-« 
mite conspiracy and the part each of 
the thirty-one convicted defendants 
Played in it. It gives the government's 
argument against the error alleged by 
the defense in the consolidation of the 
trials against the thirty-three defen- 
dants, sets out the government's refu- 
tation of the objection to admission of 
testimony by Ortie E. MeoManigal and 
Edward Clarke, whom the defense 
would have excluded as co-conspira- 
tors, and supports the instructions by 
Judge Anderson to the jury as hay- 
ing been faultless. 

Of the nearly fifty men 
the indictments returned last year, 
thirty-three were found guilty and 
thirty-one were sentenced to terms in 
Leavenworth prison, two being re- 
leased on paroles. 

The bill of exceptions was filed 
Chicago August 23. 

The court of appeals will meet 
Chicago October 7, when the date 
the oral arguments in the appeal 
the dynamiting cases will be set.

Of James Spicer’s history very lt- 
tle is Known at the Soldiers’ home, 
except tnat after the war he settled 
down in the shadow of Kennesaw 
mountain, near Marietta, and there 
lived out the prime of ais days, “far 
from the madding crowd's. ignoble 
strife.’ It wculd seem as if he had 
lifted up his eyes to old Kennesaw and 
there drawn his strength and his sal- 
vation. He lived there till 1911, active 
and vigorous, way up in his nine- 
ties. ? 

At last. when he felt iifes evening 
snadows falling acio%ss his pathway, 
and when his eyesight and his hear- 
ing both began to fail rapidly, he came 
to the Soldiers’ home to spend his last 
days on earth. Since? then he has 
steadily grown feeble. and has lost 
what little sight and hearing he had. 
And in the hospital at the home, where 
he now stays, it is believed that his 
days are numbered and he will som 
meet his end. 

But every day his irrepressible spirit 
seems to rrow sweeter and his trust 
in God and man more abiding. They 
cannot ask him anything and cannot 
even write out a question to find his 
wants But he becomes jollier in his 
talk to himself and tv the folks who 


approach him, -nd all the time he is 


the -full realization that life for 
is nearing its close. I’m begin- 
ning to get old now,” he said the 
other day, and then chuckled as if 
realizing the subtle humor of his re- 
mark. The height of happiness for 
him seems to consist in being bright 
and cheery and satisfied with his lot. 


Happiness Through 
Simplicity and Trust. 


But what, indeed, is happiness? 
Through all the ages poets and phil- 
osophers have wrestled with this 
question, and many have been their an- 
swers. Mira~e-like, the lure of the 
“blue flower’ draws men on in vain 
pursuit and leaves them disappoint- 
ed and broken in spirit at the end of 
their race. By the cynic, the sad and 
the fallen, the world’s highway today 
ls crowded. Whe. such an instance 
as this ts found, therefore, of happi- 
ness attained in spite of such obsta- 
cles as those facing old James Spicer, 
wise men stop a moment in the mad 
rush of the wor'i to wonder—how did 
he do it? 

How is it, then, that old James 
Spicer has found his happiness? From 
a study of the interesting veteran as 
he walks up and down the hall croon- 
ing to himself, or kneels down at his 
bedside to pray, there are two out- 
standing facts in his nature. One is his 
simplicity. fncon¢eivable as it may 
seem to those who think that happi- 
ness depends on thrills or comforts vr 
gratification of the senses, this old 
man has “all he wants.’ His life has 
always been simple, and now that he 
has become even more isolated from 
the world he lends himself more and

more to introspection for 
in life. 

His other outstanding trait !s an 
absolute trust—both in God and in 
man. A friend steps up and grasps his 
hand or simply touches him, and the 
old veteran smiles and utters a few 
words of cheer. He says he’s glad he’s 
living and feeling so well. Though he 
cannot hear a word that the friend 
says, the old man feels the warmth of 
friendship from his touch, and he 
knows that all the world wants to be 
good to him. 

Slowly and with his stick feeling be- 
fcre him, he will walk up and down 
the hall or porch for his daily exercise, 
singing softly the strains of “How 
Firm a Foundation,” or “Jesus, Lover 
ot My Soul.” These are his favorites. 
Though his voice is a little unnatural, 
through his loss of hearing, the words 
and the strain of his song are steady. 
With profound interest do the visitors 
at the home, as well as the other sol- 
diers, listen to the hymns of the old 
man.

Falls on His Knees 
At Night to Pray. 


In the evening just after dark, how- 
ever, the spirit of James Spicer seems 
to climb to its height of happiness. 
He sings more, and louder, at this 
time. Every night he falls on his 
knees beside his bed and prays aloud 
for ten or fifteen minutes, with hts 
door open and his voice swelling 
through the entire building and mak- 
ing everyone in earshot stop to listen. 
He has been given a room in the hos- 
pital of the Soldiers’ Home, where he 
can be under the care of the two

trained nurses, whose hands soo@h the 
old soldiers who are kept in the wards. 
With a half dozen or more veterans 
gathered outside his door and listening 
to his prayer, James Spicer raises his 
voice to God and asks blessing for all 
the old soldiers in the home and else- 
where, and for all the younger ones 
out in the battle of life, too. He asks 
God to keep the world in the path of 
kindness and virtue and to teach men 
how to find happiness in His sight. 
Along this line he utters his daily 
prayer, repeating his thoughts over 
and over again, so earnest is he in com- 
munion with God. : 

One old veteran at the home has 
been profoundly touched by the dally 
prayers of James Spicer. He is Uncle 
who is shown in the 
group picture above. Every evening, 
when the words of the prayer are 
first heard, Uncle Jimmy goes quietly 
into the room and stands watching the 
97-year-old man and listening to the 
prayer. He never goes in till the 
prayer starts, and he walks quietly out 
as the prayer comes to a close. 

Eighty-seven years old himself, Un- 
cle Jimmy is far from being the happy 
man, however, that James Spicer is. 
In fact, as he listens to the prayer, 
there is sometimes a faint look of 
doubt or skepticism that flits over his 
wrinkled face. 
those watching them through the open 
door have thought they saw tears well 
up in the eyes of Uncle Jimmy as the 
words of the fervent prayer arose from 
the kneeling figure of his blind and 
deaf comrade. 

Where Age Lingers 
To Meditate. ‘* 

There are many other men at the 
Soldiers’ Home who in their own way 
have found their answer to the riddle 
of the universe. Gathered here are 109 
confederate veterans of the civil war, 
who, in the fellowship of one big fam- 
ily, live out their closing days on 
earth. It is a place where age, near- 
ing the end of its course, lingers just 
a little while to watch the world and 
meditate before stepping off the preci- 
pice into the great beyond! 

Young and exuberant in the bloom 
of life, a visitor was walking down 
the corridor in the hospital of the 
home a few days ago. Through an 
open door he saw a .one-legged man 
with a flowing gray beard, hovering 
over his Bible and intently reading its 
pages. The young man stopped and 
sent in and spoke to the old man. 
Struck with the earnestness of the 
patriarch’s face, the voung man dared 
to ask him what he read. 

‘My bay, I have just read a line that 
tells me that all men are brothers,’ 
answered the old man, slowly. “This 
can be a lesson for you, who are my 
brother, and I want you. to take it 
away with you, for by living up to this

principle the whole world can find 
happiness if ft will.” 

This aged philosopher was Isaac 
Giles, an 80-year-old veteran from 
Oconee county, who reads his Bible for 
hours and hours at a time In this 
way is he finding his answer to the 
problem of human happiness. 


Reading the News 
Of the World. 

But the men at the Soldiers’ home 
are also interested, many of them at 
least, in the news of the day. They 
are interested in national affairs, 
usually, more than in local happenings 
or in the stories of crime or murder 
trials. A veteran with two good ¢6yes 
will often read the paper aloud While 
a half dozen gather around and listen, 
commenting on what he reads. One 
subject they discuss a great deal at 
present ie the Mexican situation, and 
they all agree that the United States 


should take a strong stand for law 


and order in her sister republic. 

Their interest, however, has not the 
epirit of controversy or strife that 
enters so often into the affairs and 
discussion of men in the outside world. 
These aged veterans are more itn the 
nature of censors who can see more 
clearly the right and wrong of events 
through the perspective that time has 
given them. 

There are many who, like old4 James 
Spicer, have failing senses, who read 
little, but spend thetr hours tn talking 
with their comrades, or in silent 
thought. The spirit of the entire in- 
stitution is that of kindness, freedom 
from care, and love for one another. 
Their philosophy, In fact, could beau- 
tifully be.expressed as a message to 
the world in the following lines from 
Thomas Gray: 

No Anxious Care 

Nor Endless Wishes. 

“No more, with reason and thyself a: 
strife, 

Give anxious cares 

wishes room; 
But through the cool sequester’d vale

The 
old veterans are satisfied with their 
lot, optimistic in their outlook on life, 
kind toward their fellow men and 
philosophical when they think of the 
future. 

And the man tin their ranks who ts 
happiest is he who worries least cf 
all, but peers into his own soul for his 
inspiration and his joy of living. In 
the life or James Spicer, “the happfest 
man in Georgia,” a lesson, therefors, 
is held forth to the whole world—the

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PLAN FOR LISTING LOTS 


Tom Winn Submits New Propo- 
sition to Commissioners. 


County Commissioner Tom Winn 
presented to the public works commit- 
tee on Saturday a plan for a property 
listing system to take care of the 
finding of property for taxation under 
the new tax law which was passed 
the last legislature. 

The plan consists of a number of 
large plat books containing land lot 
plats drawn on a scale of 100 feet to 
the inch. Each of these sheets will 
show every foot of property in the 
land lot and each individual plece of 
property on each plat will be number- 
ed. On a opposite page will be a 
registration sheet where the name of 
each owner of each numbered piece of 
property will be listed. On this page 
in consecutive columns a record of the 
ownership of the property, no matter 
whether it remains in the same hands 
or changes hands, may be kept for a 
period of seven years. 

While the public works committee 
took no action, it looks upon the plan 
favorably. 

The plan is based on that used in 
Alabama and is extremely simple.

Account of the Home Life and 
Day’s Routine of M. Poin- 
care, President of France. 
His Success Due to Steady 


Persevering.

Paris, September 13.—Litthe is Known 
by the public of the intimate home 
life of Raymond roincare, the French 
president, Strangely contrasting with 
the glittering pemp and ceremony of 
his public life, his existence. when 
shielded from the limelight behind the 
walls of the Elysee palace is one of 
marked simplicity. 

The public life of the French presi- 
dent, from his birth in 1860 in Joan 
of Arc’s country to his election on the 
17th of January of this year, is now 
common knowledge. .-fter winning all 
the prizes of his clasg at schowl he 
won the greatest prize that France has 
to offer her illustrious sons—the pres- 
idency. ‘The secret of his success is 
work—steady, ‘ perserving, cheerful, 
sixteen hours-a-day work. 

He is a typical specimen of the suc- 
cessful Frenchman—clear-headed, mus- 
cular, active and industrious. It was 
sheer hard work that won him his 
place at the bar, his admission into 
the ranks of the forty “Immortals,” a 
seat in the cabinet, the presidency— 
and his wife. When Poincare was a 
struggling young barrister he fell in 
love with a beautiful woman who now 
share the honors of the Elysee with 
him. Her parents Jemanded a mar- 
riage settlement of one million franca 
($200,000), and it took hir only five 
years to save this considerable sum. 

Hedged Round With Ceremony. 

The official life of the French pres- 
ident is hedged refund with ceremony. 
We cannot go anywhere without the 
escort of a regiment of soldiers and 
a bodyguard of detectives. When he 
visits a provisional town he is receiv- 
ed in state by the mayor, the corpora- 
tion, the municipal band and the fire- 
brigade. In foreign countries he is 
welcomed with regal honors. With all 
this the public is well acquainted. Ev- 
ery phase of the French president's 
life outside the “Elysee” is shown at 
the picture halls the same evening, but 
when the gates of his official residence 
have closed behind him the wall of 
the “vie privee” shuts him out com- 
pletely from the outside world. 

M. Poincare rises every day, winter 
and summer, at 6 a. m, At 6:30 o’clock 
his dressing and toilet are finished, 
and he reads the morning papers until 
7. His training as a lawyer enables 
hikn to exercise a rapid and judicious 
choice as regards news, and half an 
hour suffices for him to extract the 
cream of half a dozen journals. He 
takes his breakfast at the same time. 
His “petit dejeuner”’ is the same as 
that of millions of Frenchmen—coffee 
and rolls. At 7 o’clock the day’s work 
begins with the signing of multitu-

dinous documents. This might be done 
in a couple of hours if performed in a 
perfunctory manner, but Poincare has 
the bump of prudence very strongly 
developed; he reads every document he 
is asked to sign. This work, perform- 
ed with the minuteness and thorough- 
ness which characterizes all his 
actions, lasts till noon. 

M. Poincare now takes lunch with 
his wife. This is a moment of relaxa- 
tion in the midst of his daily work, 
and he takes full advantage of it. Be- 
ing blessed with perfect and a good 
appetite, Poincare does justice to the 
efforts of the Elysee cooks, who have 
carefully studied his tastes. He finds 
time, however, to carry on an animated 
conversation with Madame Poincare, 
He tells her what he has read in the 
morning papers, and informs hér what 
arrangements he has made for the 
afternoon. They are a typical happy 
Fretth “menage” — communicative, 
confiding and good-tempered. 

Nose to the Grindstone. 

This break in the monotony of offi- 
cial work passes all too quickly, and 
Poincare !s back again with his nose 
to the grindstone at 1. p. m. In the 
course of the morning his six secreta- 
ries have been busy answering the 
hundreds of letters that fill the presi- 
dent’s post bag every day, and all 
these answers must be read and sign- 
ed. A certain number of senators, 
M. Ps., and high officials are received 
every day by appointment, and these 
must be tactfully got rid of as soon 
as possible; there is no time wasted 
at the Elysee. Possessing, as he does, 
a perfect command over hi; language, 
the president never says a word too 
much or too little. There are also 
hospitals, exhibitions and other public 
institutions to be visited. He always 


wears. a happy smile on these occa- 
sions, as his wife accompanies him. 
He is already noted for his remarkable 
punctuality, which quality is, as the 
French say, “the politeness of kings.” 

As in every well-regulated French 
household, proper economy gis the rule 
at the Elysee. Hatred of waste and 
extravagance are so ingrained in the 
mind of every son and daughter of 
France that they cannot shake them 
off even when they attain to great 
wealth. M. Poincare and his wife are 
no exceptions to the rule. All the 
household acounts are carefully ex- 
amined by Madame Poincare before 
being settled, as a cook recently found 
out to her cost. She was in the habit 
of marking down a dollar’s worth of 
strawberries every day for the ser- 
vants. Madame Poincare happened 
to ask her maid if she had enjoyed 
her strawberries, and was surprised to 
jearn that the girl Had had none since 
the beginning of the season. That 
cook is now vainly looking for an- 
other situation. Still, though there 
is no waste, there is an abundance of 
everything, especially when guests 
are entertained. 

The Cult of Economy. 

M. Poincare’s two !mmedliate pred- 
ecessorgs are credited with having 
rather exaggerated the cult of econ- 
omy. Under Felix Faure, they say, 
the half-finished bottles of wine were 
given to the servants; under Loubet 
and Fallleres they were emptied Into 
other bottles and re-corked, while 
Poincare gives any wine left, wheth- 
er uncorked or not, to the hospitals. 
On arriving at the Elysee he found a 
large number of horses “eating their 
heads off’ for want of exercise, and a 
highly decorative official ‘“outrider.” 


|) As the president never rides in any- 
thing except a motor car, he had no 
use for the horses or the outrider. He 
thus effected a considerable economy 
in his household budget, but it was 
one that none but a highly popular 
man could have attempted. 

Another point on which Polncare 
has dared to differ from his predeces- 
sors is his determination to abolish 
the official] shooting parties at Ram- 
boulllet. He is a great lover of ani- 
mals,-and has an oriental dislike of 
shedding blood, even of the humblest 
Creature. He has a cat at the Elysee 
called “Gris Gris” of which he {ts pas- 
Sionately fond. Here is his own de- 
scription of his pet: “Gris Gris has a 
strange and complex personality. He 
is voluptuous and greedy, perfidious 
and cunning, obstinate, ferocious ana 
tyrannical. These are al] defects, but 
he makes them seem qualities. He 
is a witty and facetious anima] and 
is never embarrassed. When he ts in 
a difficulty he always finds the best 
way out of it, and this way is invari- 
ably graceful and popula.” 

M. Poincare has a warm heart hid- 
den under a somewhat cold exterior 
and ig very fond of children. He in- 
vited the officers of his household a 
few days ago and sent for all their 
children afterwards. When the young- 
sters arrived they were delighted to 
see that a splendid moving picture 
show had been arranged for them by 
the thoughtful president. He paid a 
surprise visit to the children's hos- 
pital In the rue Le Maistre last week 
and brought a doll for every little 
Rirl and a toy for each boy. When 
all the baskets of dolls had been emp- 
tied of their contents to the great 
joy of the little sufferers, one poor

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tearful little girl was still without a 
doll. Leaving the astonished attend- 
ants waiting, Poincare hurried to the 
door, jumped into hig car and drove at 
full speed to the nearest toy shop. 
Ten minutes afterwards he returned 
with the biggest doll in the estab- 
lishment. The little girl wept again, 
but this time it was for joy. 


Always Learning Something. 


These visits are pleasant distrac- 
tions in the president's busy day. 
When he has no guests, he dines 
alone with his wife and afterwards 
spends an hour with her fn the draw- 
ing room. Madame Poincare {8 an 
excellent pianist and signs quite as 
well as many professionals. She .was 
born tn Italy and prefers to sing In. 
the language of her country, but she 
is equally at home in French. At 
10 o'clock her husband returns to his 
study and starts to work again, but 
the last two hours of his day are de- 
voted to study. Although his knowl- 
edge is almost encyclopaedic he is al- 
ways learning something, “just to 
keep his train from getting rusty,” 
he says. He ts at present reading 
“Green's History of the English Peo- 
ple.” His recent visit to England 
made a great impression on him, and 
he is anxious to get a deeper insight 
into the character of these friends of 
France. 

Although he ts good-natured and 
unostentatious, Poincare is not lack- 
ing in firmness and dignity. When 
he heard that the mayors of Limoges, 
Toulon and Toulouse had “officially” 
refused to receive him with due civic 
honors, he replied: 

“The president of the republic is at 


home everywhere in France and can 


dispense with the hospitality of a 
mayor. The officers of my household 
will proceed to these three towns 
and make all necessary arrangements 
without the help of the municipality.” 

He can always be relied upon to act 
with scrupulous fairness and justice, 
and this is a quality which has endear- 
ed him to all those who serve under 
him. He is, above all, a faithful friend 
and his rise to power has made no 
change in his early affections. 

His training as an advocate has made 
him a ready speaker, but this is net 
the only secret of those little master- 
pieces of oratory which seem to spring 
from his lips so appositely. Every 
speech he delivers is written down by 
himself and committed to memory. This 
is not a difficult task, as he is one 
of those fortunate people whe can re- 
member a page after one reading. 


Expert at Graphology. 


One of his favorite hobbies is graph- 
ology, at which he is almost an expert. 
He studies every unknown hand with 
the same minuteness as a botanist ex- 
amines a new specimen, and carefully 
notes the results of his investigations 
inalarge MS. book. This volumes, which 
contains the graphological portrait of 
nearly a thousand deputies, senators 
and public men, is carefully kept un- 
der lock and key. sme has even had 
the frankness to analyze his own writ- 
ing. Here is his own portrait of him- 
self: 

“Tastes aesthetio and poetical, com- 
bined with lucidity of thought; a hard 
worker, leaving nothing to chance; too 
much inclined to give way to im- 
pulses, which should be checked by an 
effort of will. Inclined to believe in

Although Potncare ts what the French 
call an “intellectual,” he does not be- 
IHieve in neglecting the body. He fin- 
ishes his day with twenty minutes sys- 
tematic physical exercise, followed by 
a cold “douche.” He has done thfs for 
many years with very beneficial re- 
sults. 

“It is absolutely necessary,” he says, 
“te fatigue the boat before going to 
bed, in order to prepare it for sleep. If 
we do not do this, the brain remains 
active and prevents or delays sleep.” 


Long Lime of Sturdy Ancestors. 


He probably owes his own robust 
health to a long line of sturdy ances- 
tors, among whom may be menticned 
his maternal grandfather, who was an 
“official wolf-hunter’ at a time when 
these beasts over-ran the countryside; © 
the wolf-hunter’s daughter married a 
very clever engineer, Antonin Poin- 
care, who was the leading. student at 
the famous Polytechnical college. Ray- 
mond Poincare has inherited his fath- 
er’s brains. He started life, therefore, 
equipped with health and intellect, but 
these two advantages would never 
have carried him tv the foremost rank 
unless they -ad been backed wp by 
unfailing industry and sterling 
streng... of ..aracter. He ig one of 
the few “strong men” who have been 
elected to the presidency in France, 
and his popularity increases every 
day. His picture on the moving pic- 
ture screen is always greeted with 
shouts of applause: Falllieres’ image 
always aroused laughter, while Lou- 
bet’s was received with frigid stlence. 
But tuis great popularity has its draw- 
backs. Nowadays, even the poorest 
rrenchman takes a h liday, but there 
will be no rest this year for Poincare. 
tils predecessors were wont to spend 
a month or two in the luxurtous na- 
tional castles of Fontainebleau or Ran- 
boulllet, but President Poincare wil! 
have to lead a strenuous life this month 
and next. He has had invitations from 
nearly every town in srance, and will 
visit all the Important centers in the 
southeast and northwest. His inten- 
tion is to go from Hendaye to Madrid, 
where he will be the guest of the king 
of Spain. He will then proceed to 
Toledo, to inspect the military school, 
and from thence to Carthagena, where 
the Spanish fleet will hold a review in 
his honor. He will :eturn te France 
by way of Marseilles, which will fete 
this visit in true southern style He

DOOMED SCOTT READ 
“TO HAVE AND TO HOLD” 


Open Copy of Mary Johnston’s 
Novel Found by Body of 
Explorer. 


London, September 13.—At Earl's 
court, where the pathetic relics of the 
Scott polar expedition are now on ex- 
hibition, I made a Httle discovery this 
week, which you may find interesting, 
in case you haven't heard about it al- 
ready. Some time ago it was stated 
that when the search party reached 
the tent in which Scott and his com- 
panions died they found on the floor 
a paperbound novel, which, when pick- 
ed up, was open, curiously enough, at 
a chapter, he added, “We Go Out Into 
the Night.” 

This fact has been widely para- 
graphed over here, but in all my read- 
ing I never have seen it stated what 
this novel was. However, my visit to 
Earl's court settled the mystery. There 
they show one a big plain cooking pot, 
whose interior was scraped clean and 
bare by men at the point of starva- 
tion, an empty provision bag, a sledg- 
ing shovel, the inner lining of the tent 
in which the remains of Scott and his 
comrades were found—and this shabby, 
much-thumbed book—which proves to 
be nothing more nor less than a “six- 
penny edition” of Mary Johnston's 
story of “Virginia,” which is known, 
over here, as “The O14 Dominion.” 
but which in America, I believe, was 
called, “To Have and to Hold.” Miss 
Johnston will be rather proud, I should 
think, to know that one of her books 
found perhaps the last reading on 
earth of Scott and his plucky com- 
panions.

Emperor Franz Josef Was 
the Tidiest of Royal Chil- 
and He Has 


Growing Tidier Ever Since. 


dren, Been

Vienna, September 13.—Much has 
been written about the Emperor Franz 
Josef of Austria, who has just attain- 
ed his elghty-third year, and is the 
doyen of all the monarchs of Europe, 
but it is doubtful whether any but a 
Small circle of councillors and attend- 
ants, which shrinks every year as 
their tota] sum of winters increases, 
really knows anything of the actual 
personality of the monarch. 

His enemies call him “the most per- 
fect official in Europe,” and {t Is very 
certain that the emperor is a most 
successful tusiness man, a master of 
method and detail, and that everyone 
who comes into contact with him 
must be absolutely “correct” in every 
way. Even as a small child the em- 
peror could not endure anything like 
disorder. His toys were arranged 
with marvelous neatness: he never 
soiled his clothes like other children. 
and in a word may be said to hav: 
Known nothing of the sins of child- 
hood. This nice exactness has in- 
creased with the years until the em- 
peror today may be said to be the 
most punctilious man in Europe. 

The representatives of big news- 
Papers, whose business it {ts to attend 
the steps ofroyalty, when visiting this 
country, all agree that whereas there 
is hardly a monarch who is absolute- 
ly to time, the emperor of Austria 
forms a striking exception. Kaltser 
Wilhelm, On arriving at the small 
Wayside station of Penzing, near the 
Palace of Schonbrunn, in Vienna, 
naturally hastens to reach the door 
of the railway carriage to anticipate 
hig aged host It is frequently a 
struggle to get there in time. On the 
platform stands the emperor, slim 
and upright, a military figure par ex- 
cellence. No one ever casts a giance 
towards the red velvet canopy to see 
whether he is there or not, for they 
know that he will advance like a 
clockwork figure at the given signal 
and that his steps are so nicely cal- 
culated that all the most precise re- 
quirements of etiquette are filled, th 
sovereign in the incoming train get- 
ting just that degree of deference due 
to his rank and estate in the world. 
Of course the emperor has had long 
practice at the difficult task of reign- 
ing over this large empire and of pre- 
siding as the chief of the most punc- 
tilious court in Europe. 

Spanish Blood in Family. 

There is much Spanish blood in the 
Austrian imperial family, and many of 
the customs of the court are taken 
direct from Spain, which holds the 
palm as the strictest of all courts, 
where the etiquette is so exact that it 
requires a generation of service even 
to understand it, and where, as in 
Vienna, the service is performed by 
persons who have been born and bred 
to the task for generations. An in- 
truder would make but sad work of 
the many complications and cere- 
monies. The service of the court is 
not easy. 

At the palace of Schonbrunn, for ex- 
ample, where the emperor now lives 
almost exclusively, a lackey is em- 
ployed to open the door which leads 


Who Moves Just Like 
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to the broad marble staircase, and 
after he has opened this door, and 
closed it after the monarch, it is his 
duty to make his way down the back- 
stairs and open the door at the bot- 
tom of the flight. Owing to the em- 
peror’s command that only the old 
men who waited upon him in his youth 
should now serve him, the lackey has 
grown to be an aged man. Unlike the 
monarch, he has not become more 
lithe and active with the passing of 
the years, and it is said in the palace 
that he daily fears that the emperor 
will reach the bottom of the stairs 
first, and find the door closed. What 
would happen did such a contretemps 
occur no one knows. The emperor is 
vexed when he even thinks that he 
may have to walt. 

In spite of, or perhaps because of, a 
certain roughness, the emperor its the 
most popular man in the empire. 
Whether he goes to Hungary or to Bo- 
hemia, he is sure of ovations all along 
the line of route. He visited Bosnia 
three yéars ago. The detectives, who 
were called upon to accompany the 
monarch, did not relish their task. 
They knew by experience that their 
work would be very difficult. The 
monarch, who is so solicitous for the 
safety of his guests, cares nothing for 
his own safety. There was consider- 
able risk of some disaffected Serb, or 
fanatic Mahomedan, making an at- 
tempt upon the life of the emperor. 

Can Rely on Popularity. 

This he knew as well as any of his 
retinue, but nonplussed them all. by 
dismounting from his carriage in the 
streets of Sarajewo, and minging with 
the crowd, just as if he had been in 
Vienna or Budapest. The emperor 
can rely on his popularity, and the 
same spirit which moves him to refuse 
the kind ministrations of the secret 
police in Ischl kept him from feeling 
any mistrust of the population of Bos- 
nia. It is indeed certain thaA 4een 


confidence is the best means of avoid- 
ing danger, as instead of strictly lim- 
ited number of guards, the whole pop- 
ulation of the city is watching for 
anarchists, and ready to stop any act 
against the monarch. 

The old soldier, who is so careless 
of his own life, takes the greatest 
| precautions for his royal _ visitors. 
| Kvery {tem on the bill of fare, set be- 
|fore strange monarchs, is prepared 
in the emperor’s own kitchen, and 
there is the most remarkable differ- 
ence between the pace taken by the 
court Carriages, when conveying the 
emperor alone and when a foreign 
potentate is seated within. 

In every capital of Europe it will be 
noticed that court carriages and au- 
tomobiles always drive at a certain 
pace, when carrying strange mon- 
archs. The pace is not the result of 
Chance, It has been carefully calcu- 
lated by the police as that most likely 
to confuse any ill-intentioned male- 
factors. In Vienna, or Ischl, the 
Streets appear quiet enough just be- 
fore the passing of royal visitors. In 
Ischl, where the roads are narrow, 
numbers of peasants, in Styrian cos- 
tume, stand in the first line. They 
look innocent enough, bit any attempt 
to slip by one of the “peasants” will 
be met with rough treatment. The 
picturesque mountaineers are really 
Vienna detectives, stationed In a@ close 
file, to watch over the-safety of the 
illustrious stranger, and to keep an 
eye on any member of the crowd who 
shows any undue ‘yish to push to the 
front. The emperor himself, however, 
never drives quickly. To the great 
distress of both police and doctors he 
insists on proceeding through the 
streets at foot pace, and receiving the 
ovations of the crowd. 

Ready for Innovation. 

The emperor is always ready to em- 
brace any innovation. He may be re- 
garded as the most progressive of all 
the court and nobility, while he is al- 
ways a good decade in front of the 
man in the street. In his appreciation 
of ney inventions or contrivances for 
saving time. He did not, however, 
take to the idea of an automobile. The 
automobile club presented him with 
two cars on the occasion of his jubilee. 
They were used by members of the im- 
perial family, but it was only on the 
last visit of the late King Edward, of 
England, to Ischl that the emperor 
was persuaded to trust to the new 
kind ef conveyances. Since that date

The emperor has only one physician 
in ordinary, who, like the other per- 
sonages about him, Its a friend of his 
youth. Dr. Kerzl is over 70, and is 
an old. campaigner, whe does ont be- 
lieve in any Kind of pampering. He 
has accompanted the emperor on the 
battlefied and to countless maneuvers, 
and both old soldiers sleep in an iron 
camp bed. The emperor has no faith 
in doctors or medicine and it would 
appear that Kerzl shares his belief. 
The emperor's relatives have often 
tried tg persuade him to allow a 
younger doctor to attend him. They 
are afraid that Kerzl’s views coincide 
too exactly with those of the monarch. 

The berth, however, is no easy one. 
The emporor, forgetting the needg for 
precautions at his advanced age, or- 
ders his carriage witheut consulting 
the doctor. The latter is sometimes 
only informed of the monarch’s in- 
tention of paying visits on a raw 
spring day, in an open carriage, after 
the vehicle is already at the door, and 
the emporer has sallied forth, clad in 
nothing but his uniform as he dislikes 
the military cloak, and will not allow 
his attendants to wrap him In carriage 
rugs like an elderly person who has 
lost his vigor. During the past three 
years the grand maneuvers were put 
off and a court ball postponed indefi- 
nitely merely because it transpired 
that the emperor intended to assigt at 
both, and the doctors were too anxious 
for his health. Knowing that remon- 
strance was vain, they simply had the 
court function and the military event 
cancelled, as the only sure means of 
keeping him at home. 

A Hard-Working Ruler, 

The emperor-king does not take 
many holidays, for he works harder 
than any man in his kingdom, tn spite 
of his advanced age. He is now spend- 
ing a well-earned outing at Ischl, and 
spends part of his time rambling the 
mountains, in that delightful part of 
the SalzKkKammergut, quite alone, ex- 
cept when he permits @ game keeper

When the monarch is not in resi- 
dence it is possible to view the shel- 
ter whence he takes his aim, and even 
a good mountaineer has considerable 
difficulty in climbing the ground, 
slippery with burnt-up grass. How the 
emperor, at his advanced age, can ac- 
complish this, a gun siung over his 
shoulder, with the danger of it be- 
coming entangled in the thick under- 
growth, passes the understanding of 
those unacquainted with the monarch, 
who in many respects is as brisk and 
healthy as a man of 30. After reach- 
ing the stand he waits for hours, 
still, amid the wonderful calm of the 
mountains, his hunter’s costume of 
leather knee breeches and a gray coat 
faced with green, not showing up 
against the forest green. Last year 
Dr. Kerzsl managed to persuade the 
emperor to take dinner at 8 o’clock 
and go forth on his hunting expedi- 
tions after the heat of the day had 
passed. 

The emperor its never alone at Ys- 
chil. Members of the imperial family 
come and go throughout the summer, 
but the children of the Archduches 
Valerie are the monarch’s favorites. 
They take up their residence at th 
same time as his majesty, in the Isch] 
villa, and throughout the summer the 
prim gardens and forest walks, which 
extend upwards from the ville 
grounds, are enlivened by the voices 
of the children and their friends. The 
archduchess has nine children, of 
whom the eldest daughter who fell 
in love with her brother’s tutor at 
Ischl last summer, isa prime favorite 
with the emperor. She yery wisely 
told her grandfather that she could 
not jive with the aged monarch among 
the moss-grown Isochl woods.

AIPLING WAS FAVORED 


“FOR POET LAUREATE 


Being Dyed-in-the-Wool 
Tory He Was Not 
Appointed. 


But 


London, September 13.—It would be 
rather interesting to know exactly 
how many Englishmen ever had 
heard of their new poet laureate be- 
fore Dr. Robert Bridges’ name be- 
Fan to be mentioned in connection 
with that post? About as many 
have not heard of Rudyard Kipling 
one would imagine. The comparative 
popularity of the two writers has just 
been well tllustrated@ by the result of 
a “referendum” organized among its 
readers by a London weekly to decide 
who should be laureate. Kipling 
topped the poll with 22,630 votes, 
while Dr. Bridges came eighth on the 
list with 710 votes, or exactly two 
per cent of those cast. The seven 
poets whose popularity with these 
readers eclipsed the official laureate’s 
were Mrs. Meyuell, who came second 
with 6,598 votes, John Masefield, who 
was third was 3,267, Thomas Hardy, 
who got 2,170, William Watson, who 
secured 1,086, Henry Newbolt, who 
had 812, and G. K. Chesterton, who 
actually poled 777 votes. Of the six- 
teen candidates, Maurice Hewlett got 
the smallest number of votes, 35. Of 
course, Kipling ought to have had the 
laureateship; equally, of course, he 
would have had it had a Liberal ad- 
ministration not been in office, where- 
as he is a dyed-in-the-wool Tory. A 
lot of folk over here, by the bye, im- 
agine the new laureate to be the same 
Robert Bridges that edits “Seribner’s,” 
just as a lot of intelligent Britishers 
still belleve fondly that the Winston 
Churchill who is first lord of the ad- 
miralty is the same who wrote “Rich- 
ard Carvel” and “The Inside of the 
Cup.” 

Meanwhile another test of the com- 
parative popularity of the two writers 
occurred to one.

An Entirely New Idea. 

The prime. ministér of Australia, 
where the women have had suffrage 
equainess with men for a good many 
years, was interviewed while on a 
visit to London on the results of wom- 
an suffrage in his country. He is 
quoted as saying: ‘“‘Woman’s suffrage 
Steadies political feeling. In demo- 
cratic countries turbulence is always 
a danger. Well, in a time of political 


excitement men will 
loose. Women won't. 

“They don’t want hysterics 
don’t want earthquakes. They are 
the domestic economists, and they 
have to calculate the needs of their 
households pretty closely every week. 
This is why economic questions are 
more carefully studied now, and why 
you get a steadier, more sober, more 
wholesome opinion on all questions 
connected with the home.” 

The women of Australia have been 
enfranchised eleven years, and its na- 
tlonal parliament, by a unanimous 
vote, adopted a resolution declaring 
woman suffrage an entire success, and 
advising the parliament of Great 
Britain to given their women full en- 
franchisement. Had this been done 
the horrors of militancy would have 
been unknown.

Suffragists are uneasy because Chief 
Beavers has ceased to talk about police 
women for the Capital City of Geor- 
gia. We want him te take another

She says: “Jt is merely a natural 
development of our new theory of gov- 
ernment. I do not believe that a wom- 
an is any more capable or conscien- 
tious than a man, in the long run, but 
it is Only iuatura]l that she should pe 
able to do some things better: than a 
man can; just aS a man can do some 
things better than a woman.”

Old Virginia’s Suffragists. 

“Pitchfork Ben” congratulated ev- 
erybody a short while ago on what 
he said was a fact, that the women of 
Virginia do not want to vote, that 
there are no suffragists in that state. 

I have before me a letter from Mrs. 
Lila Meade Valentine, of Richmond, 
Va., who is president of the Equal 
Suffrage League of Virginia. e 

One of the largest delegations to the 
annual convention of the National 
American Woman Suffrage association 
held in Philadelphia in November, 
1912, was from Virginia. A finer 
body of women I have never seen, and 
they are not living in the past, but 
are looking eagerly into the future 
for something better to work for. By 
organized effort they are striving to 
safe-guard and advance the legal, in- 
dustrial and educational rights and 
interests of women on equal terms 
with men. 

Virginia is one of many states in 
which mothers are not equal guar- 
dians with the fathers of their own 
children, the father being, in the; eyes 
of the law, the next of kin to the 
child and its legal owner, with pow- 
er, by: his last will and testament, 
to appoint a guardian for the child 
other than the mother. 

This old law must go says the up- 
to-date Virginia suffragists, and also 
they demand equal pay for men and 
women alike—equal pay for equal 
work. These suffragists also d2- 
mand an &8-hour working day and a 
living wage, and the abolition of child 
labor. They also advocate a single 
standard of morals for men and wom- 
en and urge the fathers and mothers 
to train their sons as well as their 
daughters to regard purity of life. 
They asked the legislature to raise 
the age of consent from 14 to 18 years, 
which is considerably better than 
Georgia’s age of 10 years—which is 
men 
of Georgia. 

Those Virginia suffragists also re- 
solved to do all they could to protect 
and promote public health and safety 
and to co-operate with all organiza- 
tions seeking to ameliorate present 
congested and insanitary housing con- 


ditions. They strongly approved of 
the increase of temperance in Vir- 
ginia and promised to use all their in- 
fluence for its extension. 

Those suffragists also want compul- 
sory education for the children of Vir- 
zinia just as we do in Georgia, and 
they stand for equal educational op- 
portunities for men and women, from 
the kindergaten through the universi- 
ty. Last, but not least, Virginia 
women want no more war, but stand 
for international arbitration. When we 
think of the horrors of war through 
which so many of Virginia’s women 
passed during the 60's, can we won- 
der that they want peace and arbitra- 
tion? 

Not one hint of “militancy” has 
been exploited by those gentle ladies, 
yet for all that, they know what they 
want and how to get it and they will 
not be turned from their purpose by 
ridicule or abuse from self-interested 
men who fear the influence of wom- 
an’s ballot on their schemes for per- 
sonal aggrandizement! 

With over 4,000,000 women already 
in the field with whom the tricky 
politician must reckon, it is not won. 
derful that they are squirming and 
writhing at the pwospect of many 
more to follow. 


Should Women Hangt 

If the fundamental principlesof the 
government are worth anything no 
woman should hang or be electrocuted 
in these United States. Governments 
derive their just powers “from the 
consent of the governed.” Women 
are governed by men who have made 
the laws and who execute the laws.

Se- 
cure the best seed oats obtainable, 
use a good commercial fertilizer, if 
necessary, at the rate of 400 or 500 
pounds per acre and plant anywhere 
from two to five acres per horse. It 
is a cheap crop and should ve grown 
more largely all over the south. Put 
them in during September wherever 
it is possible to do so. Where corn 
is cut off the lana can be prepared 
and the oats put in immediately after 
the corn is shocked. ‘they can also 
be put in cctton with the open fur- 
row method—about three rows of 
oats in each cotton middle. A go0o01 
acreage in oats, well prepared, well 
fertilized and sowed at the rate of 
two and one-half bushels per acre, 
will save the farmers of the south 
many thousands of dollars next year,

FOR 45 YEARS HE HAS SERVED 
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Political Storms of Nearly Half a Century Have Swept 
the Capitol During Tenure of Office of Colonel 
Z. D. Harrison, Clerk of the Supreme Court. 


[f the average 
were told that 


in the street 
there was an official 
in the state capitol who had served 
his state for nearly a half century, 
he would probably scout the idea. 

But the average man would be wrong 
for there is a man who has day in 
and day out gone to his office in the 
Various capitol buildings of Georgia 
Since the days of reconstruction—a 
man who was reared in the shadow of 
the old capitol at Milledgeville, his fa- 
ther having been secretary of state 
for many years, who came to Atlan- 
ta when the capito! moved and 
has been in official position ever 
since. That was in 1868, just forty- 
Ove years ago! 

The man in question is Colonel Z. 
D. Harrison, clerk of the supreme 
court of Georgia. Faithful and dili- 
gent to the duties of his office, Colo- 
nel Harrison has gone calmly and se- 
renely on his way, unshaken in his 
ealm dignity by the political storms 
which have swirled around the cap- 
{tol during the long years of his ten- 
ure in office. 

There is probably not a man in 
Georgia who shuns publicity like Colo- 
nel Harrison. It is a hard matter to 
get him to talk, but when he does 
talk, he can tell some of the most in- 
teresting stories of any man now liv- 
ing in Georgia. 

Interesting Reminiscences. 

In his experience Colonel Harrison 
has probably known more prominent 
attorneys and judges intimately than 
ahy other man in the state. His rem- 
inigcences which he has often been 
urged to write and which he has 
promised to do some time, would form 
a history of the bench and bar of this 
etate since the civil war. 

Colonel Harrison was asked to give 
for The Constitution a brief outline 
of his experience in office. After 
considerable hesitation, which ts nat- 
ural to a man of his modesty, he said: 

Colonel Harrison's Story. 

“You have persuaded me, much 
against my will, to narrate for publi- 
cation Bome of my experiences and ob- 
servations during my long service as 
clerk of the supreme court.

“The reports I made to Governor 
Jenkins prevented a surprise to him. 
He was ready for General Ruger, who 
was ordered to Milledgeville to evict 
him from office. Governor Jenkins 
refused to vacate his office as ZOv-~- 
ernor on the demand of General Rug- 
er until the general had exhibited his 
authority to evict him, and also a mil- 
itary force sufficient to enforce his 
demand. 

What Governor Jenkins Did. 

‘It is noteworthy that Governor 
Jenkins was a member of the conven- 
tion of 1865, and that as chairman of 
the committee of sixteen he reported 
to the convention all the business it 
considered; that he was the only gov- 
ernor of Georgia under the constitu- 
tion of 1865, which was superseded 
by the constitution of 1868, and which 
in turn was superseded by the consti- 
tution of 1877, and that he was the 
president of the convention of 1877. 
The leading part which he played in 
those days, so full of distress and 
anxiety to the people of Georgia, Is 
thus made apparent. It is traditional 
in Georgia that Governor Jenkins’ in- 
fluence by the force of his masterful

trolling in the convention of 1865. 

“The destruction of the state gov- 
ernment, created by the people of Geor- 
gia in 1865, seemed for a time to par- 
alyze them. They stood expectant, 
and afraid. 

“I lingered for a time in Atlanta 
after the adjournment of the conven- 
tion, to publish a pamphlet contain- 
ing the constitution, which had been 
adopted by the convention, and to get 


- 


as far as possible some perspective of 
future conditions. The pamphlet which 
I published contained the constitution 
and a lst of all the members of the 
convention, showing where they came 
from, how long they had been in Geor- 
gia and whether wihite men or negroes. 
That pamphlet was freely used by the 
Hon. B. H. Hill, General Robert Toombs 
and other leading men in Georgia, who 
made a great fight againat the ratifi- 
cation of the constitution. 

“The constitution was ratified at the 
election held April 20, 21, 22 and 23 
1868. I returned to Atlanta in Decem- 
ber, 1868, to join a party of young men 
scon to leave Atlanta and to locate 
California, where we hoped to find 
better opportunities for careers than 
could be expected in Georgia. 

How He Came in Office. 
“Soon after arriving in Atlanta I 
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Col. Z. D. Harrison, clerk of the supreme court, whose service extends from the time of the carpet-bagger. 
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met olonel 
informed me that he hed been ap- 
pointed secretary of the executive de- 
partment by the governor-elect, and 
that he would also be appointed that 
as clerk 
of the supreme court upon its organi- 
zation. Colonel DeGraffenreid had 
been a member of the law firm of 
Briscoe & DeGraffenreid, which for 
many years hed been the leading law 
He had been sec- 
retary of the executive department un- 
der Governor Joseph E. Brown, during 
the war between the states. He had 


B. B. DeGraffenreid, whoy 


known my father well in his lifetime, 
who was secretary of state at Mil- 
ledgeville from 1847 to 1851. 

“Colonel DeGraffenreid was one of 
the comparatively few menof the state 
who agreed with Governor Brown that 
the state should accept the terms of 
reconstruction offered .by congress 
and co-operate with the federal gov- 
ernment in the work of reconstruction. 
Their attitude was strongly disap- 
proved by a vast majority of the white 
people of the state. Calonel DeGraf- 
fenreid surprised me greatly by of- 
fering to appoint me as deputy clerk 


of the supreme court and by urging 
my acceptance, 
Wag Sworn in. 


“Il begged for time to consider, was 
given two hours and told to report 
within that time at the city hall, which 
stood on the lot now occupied by the 
state capitol. Within thetime limit |! 
reported and accepted and, within the 
next hour, I enteread the courtroom 
when the chief justice, Joseph: E. 
Brown, announced the election of Cole- 
nel N. J. Hammond as reporter for the 
supreme court, and of Colonel B. B. De- 


Graffenreld as its clerk. Colonel 
Hammond and Colonel DeGraffenreid 
were then sworn by the chief justice, 
after which I was nominated by Colo- 
ne) DeGraffenreid as the deputy clerk, 
which nomination was approved by the 
court, and thereupon I took my first 
and last oath of office. Colonel De- 
Graffenreid immediately withdrew. and 
I have no recollection of his ever being 
present in the courtroom thereafter. 

“The court proceeded immediately 
with the call of cases and Colonel 
Hammond, who had formerly been re- 
porter for the court, kindly assisted

' of counsel, who were absent. It some- 


times happened that as clerk I would 
read the brief for one side and then 
often had to argue the case for the 
other side. In those days almost ev- 
ery case was argued orally and usual- 
ly were decided in about a week aft- 
er the argument. The judges in those 
days had no stenographers, and it is 
almost incredible that they could have 
accomplished so much work. Then, 
as now, the quantity and excellent 
work done by the supreme court is 
almost inconceivable. 

“I have personally known all of the 
judges of the superior courts and all 
of the leading lawyers of the state 
as well as all of the judges of the 
supreme court who have lived in Geor- 
@ia since the civil war, and I purpose, 
if opportunity is afforded, to write 
for the Georgia Bar association my 
impressions and recollections of all of 
the judges of the supreme court whom 
I have known, with a brief review of 
the jurisprudence of the state. Such 
impressions cannot be given off-hand,”

With such an interesting guide as 
‘this, the trip was made. And between 
stops the entire story of the conflict 
about Atlanta was told by a man who 
had been on the spot, in the hottest 
of the fighting.

if one citizen out of 
ten thousand in Atlanta could have 
told the story as accurately as did 
“Private” McWilliams. 

It was on June 10, 1864, that Sher- 
man’s army, 91,675 strong, arrived at 
Big Shanty, now known as Kennesaw 
station. From then until June 27 was 
spent in maneuvering, fortifying and 
desultory fighting. “On the 27th a 
general advance was made upon the 
confederate lines, 51,793 strong, re- 
sulting in two and a half hours’ des- 
perate fighting, with the result that 
the confederates were not dislodged, 
but that the union lines were ad- 
vanced and held within a few yards of 
the confederate trenches. 

Brigadier General Harker and Bri- 
gadier General McCook, Sherman's old 
law partner, were both mortally 
wounded in this engagement, while 
2,500 union men were killed and 
wounded, and 808 confederates. 

During the night of the 27th the 
confederates abandoned Kennesaw 
and Marietta, took their way toward 
Atlanta, closely pursued by Sherman. 

The confederates moved to an al- 
ready prepared entrenched camp on 
the northwest bank of the Chatta- 
hoochee river, guarding the railroad

It was here that General 
Sherman had a narrow escape from 
death, as a shell passed through the 
building he was in. 


General Movement 
Across the River. 


That night the confederate rear 
guard was withdrawn to the entrench- 
ments, along the river bank, and the 
next morning General Sherman estab- 
lished his line along the ridges in 
their front from Sweetwater to Ros- 
well. 

July 9 a general move across the 
river was made, by the union army, 
by pontoon bridges at Power’s and 
-ace’s ferries, and on the 18th estab- 
lished a line from Peachtree creek 
to the railroad between Stone Moun- 
tain and Decatur. It was on this day, 
July 18, that General Sherman was 
told that General Johnson had been 
succeeded by General Hood. 

Mounting his horse and starting 
toward his headquarters, Sherman 
remarked to an aide: “That means 
fight.”’ 

On the 20th was when the battle of 
Peachtree creek was fought. Hooker’s 
corps, with other portions of the army, 
crossed Peachtree creek and were 
resting at noon, when suddenly a 
sharp attack was made upon them. 
The “Johnny Rebs” poured into the 
federal trenches like~a school of 
salmon over the falls on the Columbia 
river, as one man remarked. 

For more than two hours a hand 
to hand conflict ensued, pistols, bayn- 
nets and gun-stocks being use’ to 
deadly advantage. Both sides lost 


retired within their trenches, leaving 
their dead and many wounded upon 
the field. 

On the 22d, while General Sherman 
was conferring with General McPier- 
son, at the old Howard house, sharp 
firing was heard on treir left. General 
McPhersor started with his staff to 
find out what was the cause. 

Riding through the underbrush, 
a point where no troops of either s 
were expected, they encountered a 
picket of confederaces. They were or- 
dered to surrender. McPherson’s staff 
wheeled cud galloped away. General 
McPherson, who was some distance 
in front of his-staff, was shot by one 
of the pickets, located in a clump of 
bushes, 50 yards away. 


McPherson Falls, 
Shot Through Heart. 


His horse reared back and General 
McPherson fell to the ground, with 
the bullet near his heart, dying almost 
instantly. The spot is marked today 
by a granite shaft on a marbel ped- 
estal, surmounted by a cannon. 

Upon the death of McPherson, Gen- 
eral Logan succeeded to the command 
of tie army of Tennessee, and the 
famous battle of Atlanta raged with 
varying fortunes. During the night 
tue confederate army retired inside 
the inner Atlanta fortifications, leav- 
ing Sherman’s army master of the 
fiel’ of the previous day’s battle. The 
union side lost 8,521 men in the con- 
flict and the confederates over 10,\)u0. 

It was on the 22d that General 
William H. T. Walker, of the confed- 
erate forces, was shot. His death was 
due to his being unfamiliar with the 
ground about East Atlanta. General 
Walker had had a map of the sur- 
rounding country prepared.

And they did. In the swamp about 
the pond they become lost. Finally 
they emerged, and upon riding up the 
barc a2 union sharpshooter, behind a 
clump of trees close to General 
Walker's right, 300 yards away, spied 
the confederate general, touk careful 
aim and fired. His death was almost 
instantaneous. A cannon, mountad 
on a pedestal of granite, is placed near 
the spot today. 

The battlefields about Atlanta are 
quiet and peaceful looking. The spot 
where General Walker met his death 
is on a lonley little country road, be- 
tween fields of waving corn. A clump 
of old gnarled trees still stand from 
which the union sharpshooter fired. 

The territory about McPherson’s 
monument is built up with small resi- 
dences, but the field where the con- 
federates were lodged is still vacant, 
given over to peace-loving cows, and 
small boys who wage a different bat- 
tle today—baseball. 

A mile or so away is the Confed- 
erate Soldiers’ Home. There the boys 
who wore the gray spend the long 
summer days, near the scene of their 
former conflicts, talking over old 
times that are forever past.
